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SYRIAN President Hafez As¬ 
sad privately agreed to unspec¬ 
ified proposals in a meeting 
yesterday with US President 
Bill Clinton in Damascus. As a 
result, an Jsraeli-Syrian break¬ 
through is “possible" within 
four to six months, a senior US 
official said last night. 

The official said progress 
had been made on “more than 
one of the key issues” in peace 
negotiations between Syria 
and Israel. 

However, Clinton last night 
said he “regrets” Assad did 
not publicly condemn terror¬ 
ism, as the Syrian leader did 
privately at the close of their 
four-hour Damascus summit. 

At a late-night press conference 
with Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin in Jerusalem, Clinton said Syr¬ 
ia had made progress yesterday 
that is “not insignificant.” In his 
remarks earlier to the Knesset, 
Clinton said, “I believe something 
is changing in Syria."

The senior official refused to 
divulge details to reporters, but 
insisted the US is satisfied that 
Syria is amenable to Clinton’s 
main thrust, namely “accelerat¬ 
ing” the currentdiplomatic efforts 
led by US Secretary of State War¬ 
ren Christopher. 

“I don’t want to predict for you 
now that we'll get it done in four 
to six months.” the official said. “I 
can tell you. this: That if we hadn't 
had today, this process would 
have: continued at a very slow 
pace, and it certainly would have 
taken a lot longer than four to six 
monthsSince July, we began to 
have slow narrowing of differ- 
-ences. Now we'have a chance to 
accelerate that move.” 

However, senior US officials 
privately admitted they were dis- . 
appointed by Assad's declining to 
use the public platform he bad 
yesterday to improve the overall 
atmosphere between Israel and 
Syria. At the press conference last 
night, Rabin said he would not be 
deterred by Assad’s refusal to con¬ 
demn terrorism, saying Israel 
would proceed with negotiations. 

Despire missed opportunities , 
US officials insisted that a careful 
reading of Assad’s remarks dem¬ 
onstrated that he did nudge his 
public commitments to peace for¬ 
ward. For example, he said that 
Israelis, like Arabs, are entitled to 
“live in security, stability, and 
prosperity.”

Clinton cancels 
Old City visit 
at last minute

reaching out to Israelis to convince 
them he is genuine about peace. 
Following deadly attacks in Israel 
during recent weeks and in light of 
Clinton's decision to be the first US 
president to visit Syria in 20 years, 
some US officials had hoped Assad 
would be more forthright in con¬ 
demning terrorism. 

Senate Intelligence Committee 
chairman Dennis DeConcini. who 
was chosen by Clinton to be one of 
three senators to accompany him 
to Damascus, told reporters just 
moments before Assad's remarks, 
"I don’t want words, I want 
deeds.” DeConcini noted Syrian 
support for Hizbullah m southern 
Lebanon and for the anti-Turkish 
PKK Kurdish rebels. 

But Assad did not even provide 
the words the US was looting for. 
“The problem of terrorism is an 
accusation, allegation because of 
the conflict between us and Isra¬ 
el,” Assad said. “This is a fact ... 
That's why this accusation went on 
for a very long time. And regard¬ 
less of the desire of many people, 
both in Syria and in the United 


States, in different times to solve 
this problem, we did not reach 
until now such a solution.” 

Assad insisted the subject of 
terrorism was not discussed as a 
separate item on the agenda. 
However, Clinton was quick to 
point our that, in private talks, 
Assad condemned the Tel Aviv 
suicide bus-bombing just as be 
condemned the Hebron massacre 
earlier this year. In subsequent re¬ 
marks to reporters on the plane 
here from Damascus, Christopher 
said his Syrian counterpart, Fa- 
rouk Share, confirmed that Assad 
had issued such a condemnation. 

When asked by this correspon¬ 
dent how he would assure Israelis 
that withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights would mean genuine 
peace and not war, Assad ap¬ 
peared upset. 

“There's nothing we have that 
proves our design for peace, ex¬ 
cept our saying that we want 
peace. And anyone who does not 
believe what we are saying, he 
would have no other way for 
peace. It would be him that does 


not want peace,” Assad said. 

He continued by saying no less 
than Rabin himself had said that 
Damascus “is serious about 
peace. So of whom is he afraid?” 

In speaking to reporters after 
yesterday’s talks. Christopher said 
Assad broke new ground by pub¬ 
licly calling for the “establishment 
of peaceful, normal re’a: ion- 
Israel in return for Israel s full 
withdrawal from the Golan to the 
line of June 4.1967, and from the 
south of Lebanon.”

PRESIDENT Bill Clinton can¬ 
celed his visit to the Old City and 
Temple Mount at the last minute- 
last night. The planned visit had 
sparked strong reactions from 
both Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders. 

Jerusalem Mayor Ehud Olmen 
had said such a visit could proceed 
only if he accompanied Clinton. 
Palestinian leaders, led by Faisal 
Hussein! insisted that the Old Citv 
is in “occupied territory" and only 
a Palestinian should accompany 
the American president. 

Yesterday afternoon, an official 
from Clinton's entourage called 
Olmen to cancel the visit. 

Clinton's spokeswoman Dee 
Dee Meyers told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that the president 
was too tired to make the tour, 
due to his exhaustive schedule. In¬ 
stead. Hillary Clinton went alone 
for a short visit to the Western 
Wall, accompanied by Olmert. 

“The big loser is the person who 
did not go." Olmert said after¬ 
wards. He said the local Palestin¬ 
ian leadership had rejected the 
compromise proposal by which 
the mayor would not have entered 
the mosques on the Temple 
Mount. 

“In my opinion, the cancella¬ 
tion was not because of us. but as 
a result of a dispute between 
Hussein and Arafat over Jerusa¬ 
lem." Olmert said. “Even if 1 
hadn't insisted on going. 1 doubt 
President Clinton would have 
gone through with the visit." he 
said.

Her limou¬ 
sine Jnnv up just meters from 
the women's section, and accom¬ 
panied by Aliza Olmert. the 
mayor's wife, she walked up to 
the wall and placed a note in 
it. 

"We talked a lot about the C'lin- 
tuns" previous visit to Jerusalem." 
Ehud Olmert said. "But she did 
nut *nv anything related to the 
political status of Jerusalem. She 
i.- t.»o smart for that." 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
in his speech to the Knesset last 
night in Clinton's presence, re¬ 
ferred to the issue of Jerusalem. 

“Welcome to the eternal capital 
of the state of Israel and the heart 
of the Jewish people." he began.

Quotes his pastor: ‘If you abandon Israel. God will never forgive you’ 


THE Knesset, whose dignity and de¬ 
corum are often compared to that of 
the Mahane Yehuda market, turned 
cathedral-like last night for President 
Bill Clinton. 

As Clinton spoke, there were no 
notes passed, no words exchanged, 
und no catcalls hurled from the back 
benches. 

Even Moledet's Yosef Ba-Gad re¬ 
pressed what must have been an over¬ 
powering urge to shout something. 
Moledet's Rehavam Ze'cvi could not 
contain himself, and - as Clinton was 
being introduced - shouted out a 
question about Jonathan Pollard. Bui 
for the most pan. the Knesset - tuli to 
the brim - looked and acted like a 
parliament.

feeling for Israel. Clinton had just the 
right intonation, and his speech in¬ 
cluded just the right lines to touch an 
emotional chord and generate ap¬ 
plause. Indeed, hi; address was inter¬ 
rupted by appiause eight limes. 

•‘Let us say to the merchants ol 
terror, you cannot succeed, you will 
not succeed, you must not succeed." 
Clinton said, repeating a Kcnnedy- 
esque line used in his address 
Wednesday night to the Jordanian 
parliament. "You arc the past, not the 
future. The peacemakers arc the 
future." 

Clinton revealed the most about his 
deep feelings foi this country when 
he referred to words his pastor once 
laid him. Prime Minister Yitzhak Sa¬ 


bin apparently surprised Clinton by 
alluding to those words - that Clinton 
should always stand by Israel - when 
he addressed the Knesset, but Clinton 
said Rubin was noL blunt enough. _ 
"if you abandon Israel. God will 
never forgive you," Clinton quoted 
his pastor, to "strong applause from 
the house. "He said that it is God s 
wili that Israel, the biblical home of 
the the people of Israel, will continue 
forever and ever.” 

Another point in the speech where 
the plenum’ was visibly moved was 
when Clinton addressed the parents 
of slain soldier Sgi. Nahshon Wacbs- 
man. who were sitting in the first row 
of the balcony. He referred to their 
son as "a son of vour nation and, I am 


proud to say, a citizen of our own.” 

Clinton's presence also elicited a 
degree of graciousness not often seen 
in the Knesset. The graciousness was 
evident when opposition MKs shook 
Rabin's hand after he delivered his 
speech; when Binyamio Netanyahu 
praised Rabin from the podium for 
the peace agreement with Jordan, and 
when Netanyahu was applauded by 
the cabinet ministers at the conclu¬ 
sion of his address. 

Prior to the special Knesset ses¬ 
sion, the streets leading to the Knes¬ 
set were empty of anyone not in uni¬ 
form. The hundreds of policemen, the 
ever-present blue Dashing light from 
police cars, and the hum of a helicop¬ 
ter overhead gave the distinct feeling 
that the parliament was under siege, a 
siege that was lifted only a few hours 
later.

YESTERDAY was my second trip to 
Damascus in the last few months, but 
my first to Syrian President Hafez 
Assad’s palace. I went to Damascus 
at the initiative of a senior White 
House official, who assured me the 
Syrians had agreed to admit me to the 
press conference Assad gave with 
President Bill Clinion. 

In January, when the two met in 
Geneva and also held a news confer¬ 
ence, Syria refused to allow anyone 
from the Israeli media to attend, and 
the Clinton administration was 
roundly criticized for acquiescing to 
this demand. 

While Syria refuses to permit 
someone with only an Israeli passport 
to enter the country, Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher personally 
intervened on my behalf, explaining 
that I am a dual US-Israeli citizen and 
write for both 77ie Jerusalem Post 
and a US newsweekly. 

My being able to question Assad 
directly at a press conference was, 1 
believe, a first for an Israeli reporter. 

A senior Clinion administration of¬ 
ficial said, “Assad knew you worked 
for an Israeli publication and weTe 
going to ask him a question.” 

But if Assad was prepared, he did 
not show it. He was visibly upset 
when I noted his failure to act more 
constructively and thereby reach out 
to the Israeli people. With his record. 

I asked how he could persuade Israe¬ 
lis that they would be safer without 
the Golan Heights than with them. 

Assad looked a bit gaunt, but not 
fatigued. He greeted Clinton on the 
tarmac of Damascus International 
Airport yesterday, and spoke with 
Clinton for some four hours. 

The Sha’ab (People’s) Palace is as 
imposing on the inside as it is viewed 
from the outside, a mammoth struc¬ 
ture standing on Jebel Mazeh. a hill 
overlooking Damascus. Though he 
has railed against Gulf sheikhs for 
their lavish life-styles, this palace 
strongly resembles the Gulf leaders' 
own palatial structures. 

Modern in style, the white marble 
structure, completed four years ago. 
sits at the center of a green compound 


standing on an otherwise barren hill. 
Passing a fountain upon entering, one 
then goes into a high-ceilinged entry 
hall that is longer than a football 
field. A single red carpet on a pol¬ 
ished marble floor is the only sign of 
color in the hall, which extends to a 
another fountain on the other side. 

Two huge halls had been designat¬ 
ed for the press conference and press 
center. There were no pictures on any 
of the walls. 

This palace named for the people is 
apparently unfamiliar even to the 
Syrian elite. US officials rela>eJ that 
their Syrian counterparts were unfa¬ 
miliar with the meeting rooms in 
which Assad hosted Clinton yester¬ 
day. Syrian journalists who cover .As¬ 
sad said yesterday was the first time 
they had seen the palace since it was 
completed. Normally, they said. As¬ 
sad holds meetings at his two more 
modest palaces, the Tishrin and the 
Al-Mobajureen. which are in the city 
itself. Officials insisted .Assad actual¬ 
ly sleeps at a fourth site. 

The journalists noted that more 
than just the site was new to them; 
thev were also barely familiar with 
the press conference format. .Assad, 
ihev said, usually holds only about 
one press conference a year in Da¬ 
mascus, when Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak comes to town.

Clinton’s meeting with Assad 


A COFFIN draped in an Ameri¬ 
can flag figured prominently in a 
demonstration by hundreds of 
Golan residents at the Hispin 
junction yesterday to protest the 
meeting in Damascus between OS 
President Bill Clinton and Syrian 
President Hafez Assad. 

“We don't want US soldiers to go 
home in coffins." read one of the 
placards home by the demonstra¬ 
tors. in a reference to Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher's pledge 
to put US troops on the Golan 
Heights in the event of a peace 
treaty between Israel and Syria. 

A wrecked car marked "depor¬ 
tation" was set alight near the 
junction, while demonstrators 
blocked the path of a tractor with 
a trailer “transferring" Jewish res¬ 
idents of the Golan To other pans 
of the country . 

Michael Ben-Horin. one of the 
demonstration's organizers, said 
the aim of the protest was to show 
that residents of the Golan would 
not budge from their homes. 

Ben-Horin said Syria was home 
to some of the leading terrorist

organizations in the world and was 
one of the major sources of drugs, 
especially from the Syrian-con- 
trolled regions of Lebanon’s 8e- 
kaa Valley. 

"It is a crying shame that the 
leader of the world's greatest de¬ 
mocracy should go and visit the 
leader of one of the most undemo¬ 
cratic countries in the world." said 
Ben-Horin. 

“We wanted to show in this dem¬ 
onstration today that the Golan is 
not for sale or for barter, and that 
only we in Israel have the right to 
decide what will happen." he said. 
“Syria has to accept that the Golan 
is and will always remain an integral 
part of Israel and this has to be the 
basis for real and lasting peace - the 
peace of the brave." 

The Golan Residents Commit¬ 
tee. which did not participate in 
the demonstration, nevertheless 
issued a strong condemnation of 
Assad's comments during his 
press conference with Clinton in 
Damascus. 


Committee spokesman Uri 
Heitner said Assad's uncompro¬ 
mising and extremist stance was 
further proof that the govern¬ 
ment's policies of concession had 
failed. 

"Only continued Israeli pres¬ 
ence and settlements on the Golan 
can bring about real peace. Israel 
has to propose to Assad a peace of 
the brave, based on the existing 
borders." said Heitner. 

Another member of the resi¬ 
dents committee. Marla Van Me¬ 
ter. from Kibbutz Afek on the 
southern reaches of the Golan, 
said they would be sending a dele¬ 
gation to America next month to 
meet with leaders of Jewish com¬ 
munities there, as well as with sen¬ 
ators and congressmen opposed to 
concessions to Syria. 

She said the aim was to make 
Americans aware of the fact that 
the US would be directly involved 
in any peace treaty between Syria 
and Israel and that American tax¬ 
payers would probably have to 
foot the bill for any changes that 
might occur on the Golan.

A TENSE quiet reigned along the northern border 
and in south Lebanon yesterday following the mortar 
attack on the Galilee panhandle yesterday, minutes 
before the signing of the Jordan-Israel peace treaty in 
the Arava. 

IDF and South Lebanese Army troops were on full 
alert in case of any further attacks, although the only 
incident reported yesterday was confined to the zone 
itself. 

Several mortars and some Katyusha rockets were 
fired at IDF and SLA positions in the Ali Tahr hills in 
the central sector of the zone in the morning. 

There were no casualties among the troops man¬ 
ning the outposts and IDF and SLA gunners returned 
fire. Hizbullah's fighting arm. the Islamic Resistance, 
claimed responsibility for that attack. 

Elements of Hizbullah or its ally the Believers 
Resistance were believed to have been responsible 
for the unexpected mortar attack on the Galilee 
panhandle on Wednesday. 

The attack came a> a surprise in view of Syria's 
efforts to curb Hizbullah's activities, at least for the 
duration of US President Bill Clinton's visit to the 
region. 

During Hizbullah-organized demonstrations in 
Beirut Wednesday against the Jordan-Israel peace 
accord, some protesters shouted that PLO chairman 


Yasser Arafat and King Hussein would eventually 
suffer the same fate as former Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 

For residents of Kirvat Shmona. however, the 
mortar attack on Wednesday was more than just a 
disruption of the peace signing ceremony in the 
Arava. 

“I don't care about myself but the people are fed 
up with these attacks and want to feel secure in their 
own homes." said Kirvat Shmona Mayor Prosper 
Azran. 

Azran charged that the government was not do¬ 
ing enough to stop the attacks on the Galilee fol¬ 
lowing the incident on Wednesday and those over 
the weekend in which several Katyusha rockets and 
mortar rounds were fired at different parts of the 
region.

JORDAN’S King Hussein spoke 
to Likud chairman Binyamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu yesterday morning to ex¬ 
press appreciation for the broad 
support the peace treaty with his 
country has received, including 
from Israel's opposition.

King Hussein. Netanyahu and

The Jordanian king said he was 
gratified that the peace agreement 
with his country enjoyed such 
overwhelming support, including 
in the Likud. He expressed the 
hope that he and Netanyahu 
would soon meet. 

Netanyahu replied that it was 
dear that the king's peace message 
at Wednesday's treaty-signing cere¬ 
mony came from the heart and that 
it therefore went into the hearts of 
the Israeli public, who realize that 


this peace is sincerely meant. 

Netanyahu described his conver¬ 
sation with the king as “very warm, 
and the fact that it'was a phone call 
that came from Jordan at the king's 
initiative underscores the difference 
between this agreement and the 
one with the PLO. and why we 
support the treaty with Jordan but 
oppose the sort of deal that was 
struck with Yasser Arafat. 

“Jordan obviously wants to co¬ 
exist with us side by side for the 
betterment of the lot of both our 
peoples.” he said. “The PLO still 
wants to replace us here.”

Egyptians feel left out 
of the celebration

THE Foreign Press Association is 
complaining about the price of 
broadcasting peace. 

In a statement released yester¬ 
day. FPA Chairman Conny Mus 
said: “The FPA strongly protests 
the unprofessional behavior of Is¬ 
rael Television wishing to make an 
ugly million dollar business out of 
the historical events that have 
been raking place in the State of 
Israel in the past few days. 

“Out of the blue. Israel Televi¬ 
sion announced that they were 
charging $6,000 to anyone who 
wanted to use their ‘pool’ pictures, 
including [those of) President 
Clinton's visit in Jerusalem.” He 
advised members not to pay, and 
condemned ITV's “trying to make 
business while the foreign net¬ 
works try to cover the events.” 

In response. Israel Broadcast¬ 
ing Authority spokesman Zvi Li- 
dar said the IB A offered free cov¬ 
erage of the Arava signing 
ceremony and Clinton's visit to 
scores of television stations in the 
European Broadcasting Union 
and those companies with which 
the IBA has contractual relations, 
including Reuters, CNN and CBS. 

In addition there was a “pool” 
of American broadcasting au¬ 
thorities which also received free 
services. “The IBA is not obliged 
to supply free services to broad¬ 
casting authorities with which it 
has no agreements whatsover,” 
Lidar said. 


ISSAN Abdu asserts he is the first 
to say he loves peace. But when 
the ceremony of the Jordan-Israel 
peace treaty signing blared from 
the television outside Abdu’s of¬ 
fice, he was not watching. 

“I wanted to watch it,” Abdu. a 
hotel executive in Sinai, says with 
an apologetic tone. “I just had too 
many things to do.” 

Abdu was not alone. Many 
Egyptians agree that with their 
country being the first to sign a 
peace treaty with Israel, they had 
long sought for other Arab coun¬ 
tries to do the same. But when 
Jordan took the plunge. Egyptians 
preferred to watch quietly from 
the side. 

“This is mostly viewed as anoth¬ 
er step in the peace process and 
not as something special." says 
Steve Negus, a senior correspon¬ 
dent at the Cairo-based Middle 
East Times. “They feel they have 
no particular self-interest in the 
Jordan-Israel signing.” 

If anything, the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment feels left out. US Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton's high-profile 


visit to Damascus has made his 
brief stopover in Cairo the day 
before seem an afterthought. 

CTinton did visit the memorial 
to slain president Anwar Sadat, 
but the gesture was shrugged off 
by those who expected a greater 
demonstration of US support for 
the regime of President Hosni Mu¬ 
barak. Some Egyptian analysts 
pointed to the contrast of Clin¬ 
ton's low-profile visit to the festive 
1974 arrival of Richard Nixon, the 
last US president to visit Egypt. 

Western diplomats were not 
surprised by Mubarak's decision 
not to attend the treaty signing. 
Some of them said Mubarak might 
have broken his self-imposed ban 
on visiting Israel had be been in¬ 
vited to take Clinton’s place as the 
official witness to the signing. 

Egyptian government sources 
say they expect a significant US 
reward if and when Syria and Isra¬ 
el attain peace. Unlike its strained 
relations with Jordan,. Egypt has 
for years enjoyed excellent ties 
with Syria and has promoted a 
Syrian-Israeli conciliation. 

European Parliament 
condemns TA bombing 

STRASBOURG (Reuter) - The 
European Parliament yesterday 
condemned last week's Tel Aviv 
bus attack, calling it an 
“arbitrary attack".on Israeli 
citizens. 

In a resolution submitted by 
several political groups, the 
parliament extended its 
condolences to the victims* 
families and expressed 
“solidarity with all those in the 
Middle East who have chosen the 
way of moderation and peace”. 

The parliament said it was 
concerned by the repercussions 
the massacre might have on the 
stability of the region. “The 
motive of these terrorist acts 
is to kill the peace process.” it 
said. 

The parliament said the best 
way of disarming the extremists 
was to implement the 
Declaration of Principles 
between Israel and the PLO.

Wiretap case defender says his car 
was torched and documents stolen 

Plea hearing postponed until next month 


THE lawyer defending private inves¬ 
tigator Rafi Friedan of illegal wire¬ 
tapping charges told the Tel Aviv 
Magistrate’s Court yesterday he had 
been threatened, his car stolen and 
torched, and his documents stolen. 

Lawyer Motti Katz said during a 
plea bearing for investigators Friedan 
and Ya’acov Tsur that “he was under 
tremendous pressure.” 

Friedan and Tsur did not file a plea 
yesterday, after their lawyers claimed 
they had not received all the prosecu¬ 
tion evidence. The hearing was post¬ 
poned unto next month. 

The pair, owners of the Agam in¬ 
vestigation agency, are charged with 
40 counts of illegally tapping phones 
and faxes. 

Katz has come under fire for secret 
meetings held with Ma’am 1 publisher 
Qfer NimiodL On one occasion Nim- 
rodi's father, Ya’acov, was present;

The weekly Ha’ir, published by 
Ha’aretz owner Amos Shoe ken, to¬ 
day reports alleged irregularities re¬ 
garding Katz's part in the affair on 
the night Friedan was arrested. Ac¬ 
cording to Ha’ir, Friedan gave Katz 
the location of vehicles used to record 
phone conversations and asked him 
to pas it on to another investigator.

More that 160 prosecution witness¬ 
es are expected to be summoned to 
testify against the pair, many of them 
private investigators who worked 
with them, and employees. 

Katz demanded to know in court 
yesterday which of the witnesses 
have been formally charged and 
which had been granted immunity in 
return for testifying. 

Friedan originally admitted lap¬ 


ping the phones of three senior Yediot 
and Ma’ariv employees, but denied 
that bugging mobile phones or faxes 
is iUegal. The matter is controversial 
and no high court judge has yet ruled 
on the issue. 

Both Katz and Tsur's lawyer, Dan 
Qual, accused the prosecution of de¬ 
liberately withholding all evidence, 
including 50 tape recordings. 

Qual added that since the police 
investigation into the affair has not 
ended, a plea bearing was not in or¬ 
der. Tsur denies all charges. 

Katz also accused the police of 
irregularities, saying that finger prims 
had not been sent with “the correct 
forms” for identification. 

He cited the name of private inves¬ 
tigator Eyal Topaz, who he suggested 
made a deal with the prosecution to 
close a drugs file a g ai n st him in re¬ 
turn for testifying against Friedan and 
Tsur.

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A visit by an American president, particu¬ 
larly a devoted Friend of Israel like Bill 
Clinton, is always welcome. It gives a 
palpable confirmation to the special relationship 
between Jerusalem and Washington, and it affords 
Israelis an opportunity to express their apprecia¬ 
tion for America's friendship. 

Clinton's strong personal commitment to Isra¬ 
el's security and welfare is unquestionably genu¬ 
ine. He seems to have a visceral understanding of 
Israel’s unique problems and a warm appreciation 
of its achievements. The story of how his pastor 
warned him that God would never forgive him if 
he abandoned Israel, which he repeated last night, 
seems to typify the president’s simple dedication 
to wh3t he considers a natural Christian duty. 

On a more practical level, Israelis have appreci¬ 
ated his adherence to his campaign pledge not to 
try to impose an American solution on Israel. 
Repeatedly proclaiming (as he did again last 
night) that true peace can only be reached by the 
nations of the region themselves, without outside 
pressures, he has allowed the process to unfold 
without American intervention. Offering the ad¬ 
ministration's services as-an *‘honest broker" 
only when needed, he has been helped by the 
consummate diplomatic skills of Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher. 

It is to this personal commitment that both 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Likud leader 
Binyamin Netanyahu paid tribate at the Knesset 
last night. Their praise of the president’s sincerity 
and friendship echoed what undoubtedly most 
Israelis feel. And Clinton's own demeanor indi¬ 
cated that he indeed felt, as Rabin suggested, that 
he was “at home" in Israel. 

Yet Clinton's own speech and some of his 
decisions caused unease. They made one wonder 
if he has been seduced by die political need to 
achieve a quick “breakthrough'* in the Middle 
East regardless of the ultimate cost of such an 
achievement to Israel. 

The main thrust of Clinton’s Knesset speech 
was that Syria is now “serious” about peace. To 
buttress this assertion, “senior American offi¬ 
cials" have assured Israelis that Syria’s dictator 
Hafez Assad was quite forthcoming in private in 
his condemnation of terrorism and-professions. of 
peace. It was only in the setting of the press 
conference, the democratic forum in which report¬ 
ers can ask pointed questions, that he froze up. 

But Assad’s conduct in the conference is but 
the tip of the iceberg. It indicated that the very 
thought that he might have to concern himseLf 
with what the people of Israel may think is as alien 


as it is unacceptable to him. He was making a deal 
with a leader, not with a people. Such deals are 
expected to last only as long as the leaders who 
make them are around. A successor may overturn 
them at will. 

If news agency rqjorts from Clinton’s plane are 
accurate, the presidenttruly believes that Assad, 
though a tough negotiator, is a man of his word. 
Like so many democratic leaders in this century, 
Clinton seems taken by the personal charm and 
'the apparent sincerity of a ruthless dictator. And 
like many such leaders, Clinton will not let facts 
get in the way. But Assad has never kept a single 
agreement he has ever made, either with Israel or 
with the Arab states. The only exception is the 
cease-fire on the Golan, where Israeli troops are 
stationed SO km. from Damascus. 

There is something winning about the Ameri¬ 
can belief in the capacity of people to change. 
Like all manifestations of faith, it is a source of 
inspiration and a basis for hope. But what may 
apply to straying youths is irrelevant in the case of 
savage dictators. Neither Assad nor Saddam Hus¬ 
sein nor Gaddafi nor the Iranian ayatollahs are 
about to become bom-again democrats. They may 
make deals in moments of weakness, but they will 
not relinquish their ambitions. And Assad’s ambi¬ 
tions do not include living in peace with Israel. 

To play it safe, Clinton promised Israel that the 
US would help it keep its qualitative military 
superiority over its potential enemies. But such 
promises were more easily kept during the cold 
war. when the Soviets armed Israel's neighbors. 
The kind of pax Americana now envisioned 
makes them far less convincing. The access to the 
most advanced technology in the American arse¬ 
nal is already being offered not only to Israel, but 
to Saudi Arabia and Egypt. In fact, the Saudis 
have access to more advanced computer and satel¬ 
lite technology than Israel has. And if Syria is 
rewarded by such access to induce it to enter the 
American orbit, the Israeli qualitative advantage 
will disappear. 

Overlooked in yesterday’s festivities was an¬ 
other worrisome step. Clearly. Clinton yielded to 
Palestinian pressure on the issue of Jerusalem. He 
did not offend Israel by agreeing to the PLO’s 
•demand that he visit the Temple Mount without 
the elected mayor of the city; but he'also placated - 
the Palestinians by canceling the visit Both Rabin 
and Netanyahu last night reminded Kim that Israel 
is united in its insistence on keeping Jerusalem a 
united city under Israeli sovereignty. But it may 
very well be that such an outcome is not part of 
the pax Americana Washington has in mind.

POLITICIZATION OF THE JUDICIARY 


Sir, - Unfortunately, Allan Sha¬ 
piro’s suggestions for revamping Is¬ 
rael’s judiciary, and particularly the 
Supreme Court (“A plunge into 'the 
dismal swamp," October 21) will 
probably not be heeded by the coun¬ 
try’s leadership. As Shapiro ably 
demonstrates, Israel’s highest court 
has over the past two decades steadily 
usurped the discretionary powers of 
the executive and legislative 
branches. This has serious implica¬ 
tions for the health of Israeli 
democracy. 


While the executive and legislature 
act as representatives of the majority 
of the citizenry which elected them, 
the justices of the High Court never 
face an majoritarian test: they are 
appointed by the Judicial Selections 
Committee, five of whose nine mem¬ 
bers are either current Supreme Court 
justices or representatives of the Isra¬ 
el Bar. 


a probable Supreme Court appointee 
in the near future, despite her known 
rancor towards the settlement move¬ 
ment - and despite the widely report¬ 
ed allegations by a former top justice 
ministry official that Beinish is bi¬ 
ased against Sephardim and the reli¬ 
gious. One can only speculate as to 
why Israel’s legal community has 
failed to demand that the allegations 
against Beinish be put to rest prior to 
her appointment to the court. Perhaps 
our jurists agree with former Justice 
Menachem Eton, who maintains that 
judges, like all people, must have 
political leanings, and to claim other¬ 
wise is to deny reality. 


Shapiro suggests that the High 
Court's entry into the “dismal 
swamp*’ of politics orjht occasion 
a relaxation of the unwritten rule 
which forbids the appointment of jus¬ 
tices with dear political background. 
Sadly, clear political leanings have 
never constituted an impediment to 
such appointments. The current Dep¬ 
uty Supreme Court President, Justice 
Aharon Barak, serves as a case in 
point During the Camp David nego¬ 
tiations, Barak, then attorney general, 
pressured Menachem Begin to make 
concessions regarding Judea and Sa¬ 
maria (as documented by veteran dip¬ 
lomat David Kimcbe in The Last Op¬ 
tion, p.89). Likewise, Stale Attorney 
Dorit Beinish has been mentioned as 


The democratic solution to this po¬ 
liticization of the judidary is not to 
deny the reality of ideological judges, 
but to ensure that those who sit on the 
increasingly powerful Supreme Conn 
represent a dearly majoritarian point 
of view. It is intolerable in a demo¬ 
cratic regime that constitutional val¬ 
ues be interpreted solely “according 
to the conceptions of the enlightened 
segment of society,” as Justice Barak 
has written repeatedly. But the mech¬ 
anism proffered by Shapiro - ratifica¬ 
tion by a Knesset committee - is 
insufficient. Appointment of Su¬ 
preme Court justices should require 
the ratification of a special majority 
(60 or 70 percent) of all Knesset 
members. Such a procedure would 
&uarantee that oar laws are applied 
and interpreted in lig ht of the values 
held by the overwhe lming majority of 
Israelis.

Hussein and Arafat in conflict 


T HE peace treaty has been 
signed. The PLO’s last-minute 
attempt to torpedo it failed. The 
Arab League didn’t convene to dis¬ 
cuss the PLO’s request that the king¬ 
dom of Jordan be disciplined ami 
forced to erase or modify the Jerusa¬ 
lem clause in the treaty. In that 
clause, Israel confers special status on 
Jordan as custodian of Jerusalem’s 
Moslem holy shrines. 

King Hussein was unequivocal in 
rejecting the PLO’s demand that he 
forfeit that special status; and Israel 
rejected out of hand the PLO’s claim 
that the agreement with Jordan con¬ 
tradicts Israel’s promise concerning 
Jerusalem in a letter from Israel to 
Norwegian foreign minister Jorgen 
HolsL 

The PLO is now focusing its ef¬ 
forts on challenging Israeli sover¬ 
eignty in Jerusalem. To that end, the 
organization got the Arab states to put 
pressure on the US and demand that 
Ehud Oimert, mayor of united Jerusa¬ 
lem, not accompany President Clin¬ 
ton on his tour of holy places in the 
city's eastern part. 

The aim was to make it dear that 
the US also rejects Israeli rule in 
eastern Jerusalem. It was an impudent 
demand, one Israel couldn’t accept. 
Even Anwar Sadat was accompanied 
by an official Israeli representative 
when he went to pray at the mosque 
on the Temple Mount, as was Presi¬ 
dent Carter when he toured Jerusa¬ 
lem’s Old City. 

The Americans were about to yield 
to Palestinian pressure. But that, it 
was made clear to Washington that 
such a move on Clinton's part, at a 
time when Israel is being asked to 
rely on American promises, is liable 
to shake the Israeli publics faith in 
the peace process, the American 
“solution” - that CKnton not tour 
eastern Jerusalem at all - may be 
considered a partial PLO victory. 

The Palestinians attempted some¬ 
thing of the sort even before that In 
response to the Washington Declara¬ 
tion, in which Yitzhak Rabin prom-

ised Hussein that Jordan's status vis- 
a’-vis Jerusalem’s holy shrines would 
be preserved, Arafat quickly tried to 
establish facts in Jerusalem intended 
to show that he is the boss in eastern 
Jerusalem. 

The PLO appointed the chairman 
of the Supreme Moslem Council in 
Jerusalem - who was, up to that 
point, getting his salary from Jordan - 
a member of the Palestinian Author- 
ity. 

The appointment contradicted the 
spirit of foe Israel-PLO Declaration 
of Prindples, which excluded Jerusa¬ 
lem from the interim agreement This 
means that residents of Jerusalem do 


The king announced that he was 
relinquishing Jordan’s ties to foe 
Wakf in foe areas of Palestinian au¬ 
tonomy; but he made it dear that 
Jerusalem was not included in that 
area. In it, Jordan would continue to 
see to the needs of foe Wakf and foe 
Supreme Moslem Council in Jerusa¬ 
lem. 

The PLO did not agree to this 
separation. And when foe draft of foe 
Israel-Jordan peace treaty was 
signed, containing Israel’s commit¬ 
ment that, even in the final-status 
arrangements, Israel would give pri¬ 
ority to Jordan’s historic interest in 
Jerusalem’s Islamic holy shrines,

not belong in the autonomy area, and 
cannot hold leadership positions in 
Gaza and Jericho. 

This move by foe PLO was an open 
challenge to Israel But Israel avoided 
any firm response, so as not to irritate 
foe Palestinian Authority. In foe ab¬ 
sence of a determined Israeli re¬ 
sponse, Arafat extracted a declaration 
from foe foreign ministers of the Arab 
League to the effect that the PLO has 
the sole right to role in eastern Jerusa¬ 
lem. 

This decision encouraged Arafat to 
announce that henceforth the PLO 
would be responsible for foe Moslem 
Council and foe Wakf, thus changing 
foe religious status quo in Jerusalem 
and challenging the commitment Is¬ 
rael had made in foe Washington 
Declaration. 


HUSSEIN ALSO avoided confront¬ 
ing foe PLO on this issue, ami in¬ 
stead, gave Arafat an opportunity to 
get down off the tall tree he had 
climbed. 


Arafat was enraged. He launched a 
campaign to undermine all traces of 
Jordanian infl uence in Jerusalem’s 
religious institutions. 

It was s imilar to the way he had 
previously used threats of boycott to 
force an Arab newspaper editor in 
Jerusalem to dissociate himself from 
foe Jordanian kingdom. 

As fate would have it, just when 
foe struggle between the PLO and 
Jordan over Jerusalem was at its 
height, tire mufti of Jerusalem died. 
And Hussein, who up to then had the 
authority to appoint the mufti and 
other officials of religious Moslem 
institutions in Jerusalem, appointed 
nis own man- 

Arafat responded" by appointing a 
mufti himseLf, making sure foal, foe 
Palestinian security services helped 
him get installed in foe mufti’s of¬ 
fices. By dint of his reign of tenor 
over foe city’s Arab residents, Arafat 
neutralized the mufti Hussein had ap¬ 
pointed. 

This was foe signal for foe start of 


foe public stru gg le between Arafat 
and Hussein. Arafat went so far as to 
threaten the king, declaring in a 
speech in Gaza to Hamas and Islamic. 
Jihad supporters that anyone who 
didn't agree that Jerusalem is Pales¬ 
tinian and that the custodianship of 
foe holy places shook! be in the hands 
of Palestinians could go and drink 
Gaza sea water. 

Hussein was a tittle more careful in 
hi*; languag e. Bui he reminded Arafat- 
of 1970, when the PLO tried a coup in^ 
Jordan and was defeated by foe Jorda-. 
nian army. Hussein wasn’t explicit, 
but Arafat certainly remembers that 
this Jordanian victory over foe PLO 
was due in no small measure to Isra¬

The sharp confrontation between 
King Hussein and Yasser Arafat 
readied its peak on Wednesday, 
when foe PLO and its supporters held 
a one-day strike in eastern Jerusalem 
to protest the signing of foe Israel- 
Jordan treaty. 

But this confrontation will not be 
decided in speeches. It will be deter¬ 
mined on the ground, in Jerusalem, 
which is under Israeli sovereignty. 

Jordan will be carefully monitoring 
Israel’s fulfillment of foe obligations 
on Jerusalem laid down in foe peace 
treaty. The treaty's success win not 
be measured by foe pomp and cere-; 
many in the Arava, but by foe degree 
of Israel’s resolve to retain Israeli 
sovereignty in all of Jerusalem - 
which will allow it to grant Jordan its 
special promised stains in the holy 
places.

Sir, - Once again, foe entire nation 
of Israel is licking its wounds. The 
dreadful tragedy of the Wachsman 
family was magnified infinitely just a 
few days later by foe horrific bus 
explosion in foe center of Tel Aviv.

E ARLIER this month. King 
Hussein addressed a packed 
parliament, wondering how to 
keep its members awake. 

The Jordanian monarch spent near¬ 
ly an hour playing foe nation’s chief 
executive, a role he has rarely as¬ 
sumed. He listed figures on economic 
growth and debt restructuring, as well 
as achievements in housing and infra¬ 
structure. In foe past, foe prime minis¬ 
ter would address these issues. 

Some of the achievements seemed 
impressive. Jordan is building more 
roads and more housing than in previ¬ 
ous years. The Hashemite kingdom is 
malting progress in developing a 
modern water system and inkaUmg 
sewerage. 

For the first time, the government 
is making foe protection of the envi¬ 
ronment a major goal New projects 
have to fit environmental safety stan¬ 
dards, something unheard of in the 
rest of foe Arab world. 

Hussein announced major strides 
in housing, something many young 
Jordanians lack. The shortage of 
apartments has been a cause in delay¬ 
ing marriages and creates social pres¬ 
sure in this conservative Islamic soci¬ 
ety. Over the last year, nearly 3,000 
apartments have been built by the 
government 

Hospital care has improved. More 
beds have been installed. Services are 
being upgraded, giving Jordan one of 
foe highest standards of health care in 
the Arab world outside the Gulf 
states, where the sector is manned 
largely by foreigners. 

Had Bill Clinton been able to claim 
such a record, he would have no 
rating problem. Had Yitzhak Rabin 
such a record, half of the demonstra¬ 
tors outside his office would have

long since gone home. 

But the parliament heard Hussein 
and snored. Not one round of ap¬ 
plause interrupted him as be went 
through Ids government's list of ac¬ 
complishments.

The need to concentrate on issues 
and adopt a hardheaded style of lead¬ 
ership has been promoted for years by 
Hussein’s brother and future succes¬ 
sor, Down Prince Hassan. But Bis¬ 
sau's call for economic development 
and sr “New Middle East” has been’;

A morality of the moment 


T HE Tel Aviv bus bombing con¬ 
fronted us once again with the 
ugly reality of die century-old 
Palesiinian-IsraeK strife over this 
land west of the River Jordan. 

In one sense, it exposed the utter 
superficiality of the ongoing peace 
process. In another, it reaffirmed the 
huge reserves of mutual hatred and' 
animosity between Jews and Arabs 
which have accumulated oyer the 
years and continue to accumulate oua 
daily basis.' 

The bloodbath was also a reminder 
to all of ns that a just, genuine and. 
chirahte; sdttiemedf of the conflict 
(which may tioW 1 bemietamorphosihc - 
into a Jewish-MaMTc confrontation) 
is still far from realization, despite the 
artificially induced euphoria. . 

It is true that the killing of innocent 
civilians is inherently incompatible 
with the teachings of Islam, and Ha- - 
mas presumably understands this. 
However, it is wholly unrealististic to 
hold Hamas solely responsible for a. 
contextually overlapping situation in 
which the brutal ugliness of reality 
overpowers sublime religious or mor¬ 
al constraints that might deter poten¬ 
tial perpetrators from executing their 
outrageous deeds. 

Indeed, what use can there be of 
Moral and religious ideals if one is 
dispossessed of the essential ability to 
make them useful, or even relevant in 
one’s life? In the face of an ugly, 
nightmarish reality,- one can hardly 
behave idealistically. In a world; of 
wolves, one has to be either a fox or a 
venomous; cunning snake. So readily 
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do situational ethics replace religious 
morality as the main, de facta, code 
of conduct.

A public service message horn 
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Killing for the fun of it 


T HE two teenage boys who con¬ 
fessed to the murder of Herz- 
Uya cabbie Derek Roth were 
sentenced this week to only 16 years* 
imprison men l The sentence may 
well have been within the letter of the 
law. But it constituted one of the most 
egregious travesties of justice we 
have witnessed in recent years. 

It is the duty of judges and the 
judicial system not merely to uphold 
the law, but also to see that justice is 
done. In the present case, justice was 
dearly not done - neither to sodety 
nor to (he family of the murdered 
man. It has been correctly pointed out 
that the 16-year sentence actually 
means a little more than 10 years, 
after one-third is subtracted for good 
behavior. 

Many cases of murder are rightly 
termed crimes of passion, in the sense 
that inflamed passions, generated by 
a plethora of reasons, may drive very 
different people to kHL 
In the present case, however, the 
three judges .themselves, tortuously 
explaning their controversial sen¬ 
tence, stated quite accurately that 
murder without a motive “is more 
threatening, craeL.. an indication of 
evil for evil’s sake.” 

The notion of “evU for evil’s 
sake” is repugnant to the modern, 
liberal mind. But it is bard to recall 
another case in Israel’s history which 
comes so close to that chillingly inhu¬ 
man definition as does the coldly 
planned and oh-so-blithdy executed 
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killing of Roth by two teenagers from 
“good families.” 

The young murderers apparently 
did it for the “fun” of it; for the 
emotional “high” they got out of the 
experience of taking a hun.an life. 

Hamas and other terrorist killers 
are motivated by ideals, twisted and 
murderous though these may be. 
Even so, were it not for the pragmatic 
consideration that it might serve as a 
pretext for even more brutal terror, 
they deserve to be shot down while 


Roth's killers should be deprived 
of what normal people consider a 
“life” for the rest of their natural 
existence. This at least would serve 
as an example and a warning to 
amoral youths growing up in an ex¬ 
cessively permissive society. 

Roth’s killers were given a rela¬ 
tively lenient sentence - considering 
the heinous nature of their crime - 
because of the mitigating circum¬ 
stance of age. They were less than L5 
when they committed the murder. 


In the Derek Roth verdict, justice most 
certainly wasn’t done _ 


perpetrating their deeds, or tried and 
sentenced to death. 

ISRAEL DOES not have the death 
sentence, except for the crime of 
genocide committed by the. likes of 
Adolf Fi chmann, If it did, the first 
candidates for execution should be 
those who murder “for fun,” or for 
the sheer “heck of it,” like Derek 
Roth's killers. 

Since, as a progressive society, we 
do not subscribe to such societal exe¬ 
cutions, the least punishment that 
should be meted out to such murder¬ 
ers is “taking their lives" in a more 
figurative but nonetheless real sense. 


The law requires that the age, san¬ 
ity, and moral immaturity of crimi¬ 
nals be factored into their punish¬ 
ment. In the present case, the judges 
were grievously misguided in the bla¬ 
tantly' unjust and unreasonable -bal¬ 
ance they struck between crime and 
punishment 

It is incumbent upon State Attor¬ 
ney Dorit Beinish to appeal the sen¬ 
tence to the Supreme Court, as was 
done in the case of the teenage Shom- 
rat rapists, when a judicial attempt at 
balance also fell liar short of the de¬ 
mands of elementary justice. In that 
case, the Supreme Court increased 
the sentence. 


Perhaps it is even more important l 
to rethink the philosophy of punish¬ 
ment and redraft the law to take the 
surviving victims of such crimes into 
account 

The present judicial proress seeks 
to make criminals “pay their just debt 
to society.” The criminal’s even 
greater debt to the surviving victims 
of his act is entirely ignored. Sending 
a murderer to jail for life may satisfy . 
a societal sense of abstract justice and 
understandable human demands for 
retribution and vengeance, but it does 
nothing to redress the grievous harm ; 
caused to the victim's family. 

The enormity of the Roth murder 
should provide a good opportunity to 
consider rendering equal justice to 
the survivors of crime. These two 
“for-the-fun-of-it” killers could per¬ 
haps be sentenced to a lifetime of' 
indentured toil to support the remain¬ 
ing members of Roth’s family; to a 
lifetime without freedom, without the 
possibility of marriage, raising a fam¬ 
ily, or leading a normal life in any 
normal sense. 

In addition to appealing the Roth; 
sentence, a public commission should - 
be set up to rethink the whole concept 
of retributive justice and contemplate 
extending the definition of punish¬ 
ment to encompass compensating and 
healing the survivots of victims of 
criminal acts.

, OSCOW (AP) - A hijacker who fell asleep amid 
flO.OOO in ransom killed himself yesterday when his 
it hostages escaped and commandos stormed the 
ane. 

; The hijacker blew himself apart with a homemade 
I >mb. which also ripped a large hole in the top of the 
i-ue-and-white Aeroflot passenger jet. 

[ Special forces later swarmed around the Yak-40, 
irked at the end of a runway in Makhachkala. 1.550 
n southeast of Moscow. 

Witnesses beard gunfire before the blast. The fli¬ 
cker carried two kilos of explosives, said Yevgeny 
ivostyanov. deputy chief of Russia's Federal Coun- 
, rintelligence Service. 

"The blast was so powerful it tore the man into 
eces. All that was left of him were his legs." said 
lexei Petrenko, an Interior Ministry spokesman. 
It was the fifth high-profile hostage-taking in the 
ist year in southern Russia, a hotbed of crime and 
irest since the Soviet Union collapsed in 1991. 
The hijacking began Tuesday night after the plane 


left Makhachkala with 22 passengers and five crew. 
The hijacker, armed with a grenade and knife, or¬ 
dered the pilot to return to the southern city, where 
he demanded S2 million and passage to Iran. 

All of the passengers were released Wednesday, 
many after authorities handed over S800.000 in US 
currency. By early yesterday, the hijacker was alone 
with two pilots. The hijacker was identified as an 
ethnic Azerbaijani, but officials said he carried a 
false or stolen passport. 

Ail of ihe hostages were reported in good condition. 

Authorities initially had believed there were two 
hijackers involved, but later determined the man 
acted alone. Petrenko said. 

The last two hostages escaped shortly after mid¬ 
night yesterday, after counterintelligence agents 
slipped into the"plane and freed them, he said. When 
the agents tried to persuade the hijacker to surrender 
several hours later, he detonated his device. 

Petrenko said all of the ransom money was recov¬ 
ered as a result of quick action by firefighters.

Despite the boycott, voters 
lined up for hours in Maputo, the 
cap ital - after polls opened at • 
a.m. 

“The people are determined to 
vote. They can't wait any longer." 
said Jorge Mauriceo. a 29-} ear- 
old unemployed man waiting his 
turn. “It's the people's will." 

People were also standing in 
lengthy lines in the northern Ren¬ 
amo stronghold of Nampula. re¬ 
porters said.

SARAJEVO (AP) - Bosnian 
Serb forces fled in disarray from 
die most successful government 
attack in over two years of war.

The retreat prompted thou¬ 
sands of Serb civilians to flee 
their villages in northwest 
Bosnia. 

The predominantly Moslem 
government force has captured up 
to 150 sq km of strategic high 
ground east and southeast of the 
town of Bihac. said Lt. Col. Tim 
Spicer, a peacekeeper spokesman. 

Serb troops “withdrew in disar¬ 
ray." enabling government forces 
to capture at least two tanks and 
numerous mortars. Spicer said.

The Khmer Rouge had de¬ 
manded $150,000 for their 
release.

Although public interest is 
huge, polls show most people dis¬ 
approve of the prince's candor 
which exposed his family's squab¬ 
bles and stripped the 1,000-year- 
old monarchy of what little mys¬ 
tique it had left. 

“People already know -more 
about Charles and his family than 


many know about, their neighbors 
or even their own relatives.” said 
the weekly Economist magazine. 

The Guardian newspaper said 
the royal family had become a 
laughing stock.. A new London 
theatre comedy showed rhe mon¬ 
archy toppled and banished to a 
crime-ridden housing estate. 

The polls also show that most 
Britons still favor the monarchy 
and see no reason why 45-year-old 
Charles should not become king, 
even if he does divorce his es¬ 
tranged wife.

WHEN everyone Is negative 
about something, it’s usually the 
time - or close to the time - to buy 
it. So may be the case with the 
dollar, which has plunged in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

You can take your pick of the 
reasons - “lack of confidence in 
the Clinton administration, which 
appears to have no clear dollar 
policy.” as one analyst put it. the 
view that the Federal Reserve 
Board has not been acting force¬ 
fully enough to tame the pace of 
US economic growth and thereby 
thwart a spurt in the inflation rate, 
fears over the trade deficit...or 
worries over the congressional 
elections. 

But basically everyone has been 


selling.because everyone else has 
been selling. Currency move¬ 
ments have a powerful tendency 
to. be the embodiment of self-ful¬ 
filling prophecies. 

One morning, probably in the 
nottoo distant future, someone 
will wake up and decide the dollar 
is too cheap and start buying it. 
and then all kinds of good reasons 
win be found for the dollar to ap¬ 
preciate. After all, the US corpo¬ 
rate sector has been reporting im¬ 
pressive profits, the economy is 
growing fast, the interest rate dif¬ 
ferential with European curren¬ 
cies has narrowed, sharply and 
Treasury bond yields are at highs 
not seen for some time. Then ev¬ 
eryone else will join in.

Meir Shani, chairman of Direct 
Insurance, said **1*11 be satisfied if 
we capture 2% of the home and 
automobile insurance market dur¬ 
ing the first year." Joshua Agassi, 
managing director of Direct Insur¬ 
ance, said direct insurance is ex¬ 
pected to lead to a 20 percent de¬ 


cline in automobile insurance pre¬ 
miums and a 40% drop in home 
insurance costs. 

Agassi said policies will be 
based on the actual risk of the 
insured individual as calculated by 
a computer model, rather than on 
the cross-subsidy provided by reg¬ 
ular insurance policies. He’ said 
the company's policy is not to in¬ 
sure sports cars, racing cars, taxis 
and drivers who have had three 
car accidents in the last three 
years. 

"We will not insure cars which 
do not fit in with our business 
concept. The same goes for driv¬ 
ers," said Agassi. ”We don’t have 
a set tariff but young drivers will 
pay more for automobile insur¬ 
ance than more experienced driv¬ 
ers and yound female drivers 
will pay less than young male 
drivers.” 


Committee extends ban on 
new pension funds until March 


THE Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday approved a bill extend¬ 
ing the ban on new pension funds 
until the end of March, by a 5-2 
coalition-opposition vote. 

The bill also extends the rule 
that pension funds established af¬ 
ter December 31, 1993-cannot re¬ 
ceive special government bonds 
bearing 5.5% interest - considera¬ 
bly higher than the rates available 
on the capital markets. It will be 
brought to the plenum for its final 
reading on Monday. 

The ban is meant to last only 
until the government prepares a 
comprehensive plan- for pension 
reform. When the Treasury first 
imposed it last spring, it wanted it 
in force only until the end of the 
year. The Finance Committee, 
however, said even this was too

long, and approved it only until 
the end of this month. 

Now, however, the* Treasury 
says it needs more time, because 
.of the complexity of the issue. 

The reason for the ban. the 
Treasury said, is the fear that the 
creation of new funds, with no 
actuarial deficits, might endanger 
the existing ones, and thereby the 
pensions of thousands of people. 
The existing funds, most of which 
are Histadrut-owned, have actuar¬ 
ial deficits totalling in the tens of 
billions of shekels. 

The Treasury is also worried 
that people might switch into new 
funds from provident funds and 
life insurance plans in large num¬

The market bounced back after a 
week of declines. The Two-Sided In-. 
dex rose by 1.5%, the Maof by 1.7% 
and the Karam by 0.28%. Turnover 
was NIS 121.3 million. - 
The weekly data contain an inter¬ 
esting item. The Two-Sided Index 
declined on a weekly b&is by 0.2%, 
the Maof by 03%. The Karam, how¬ 
ever, rose on a weekly basis by slight¬ 
ly more than 1%. Coming along with 
the slight rise observed lately in the 
turnovers of the Karam market, this 
might be an indication of a slight 
renewal of interest in the Karam mar¬ 
ket. The evidence is far from film, but 
is definitely worth following up. 

There was a persistent rumor that 
the Treasury might decide to cancel 
the capital gams tax.

consecutive Su¬ 
per Bowl took a 
severe jolt 
when star of¬ 
fensive lineman Erik Williams was 
hurt in a car accident that likely will- 
sideline him until next year. 

‘‘He’ll have the opportunity io 
play again but I doubt it'll be this 
year,” Dallas coach Barry Switzer 
said after visiting Williams in the 
hospital. “In my opinion he’s going 
to need reconstruction of the right 
knee. Thank God he’s alive.” 

Williams sustained a damaged 
right knee in an early-morning acci¬ 
dent on Wednesday, as well as a 
broken rib, tom ligaments in his left 
thumb and facial lacerations that re¬ 
quired plastic surgery. 

An MRI test on the knee indicated 
two tom ligaments (medial collateral 
and posterior cruciate) and a tom 
muscle. A decision regarding knee 
surgery will be made after four to six 
weeks. 

The only good news for the Cow¬ 
boys following their 28-21 victory 
over the Arizona Cardinals was the 
status of quarterback Troy Aikman, 
who suffered a concussion in the fust 
quarter. 

“I’ll play on Sunday against Cin¬ 
cinnati,” said Aikman. who under¬ 
went an MRI that was negative. 
“This is one of the minor ones (con¬ 
cussion) that I’ve had." 

Aikman, who has had four concus¬ 
sions with the Cowboys and six over¬ 
all going back to bis high school days 
in Oklahoma, will play behind a 
patchwork offensive line. Rookie 
Larry Allen will replace Williams at 
right tackle. It's a position Allen has 
never played. He started at left tackle 
earlier in the season.

NEW YORK (AP) - Larry Holmes, 
who turns 45 in a week, will chal¬ 
lenge WBC heavyweight champion 
Oliver McCall on January 21. 

“I deserve this opportunity be¬ 
cause I didn't sit there and wait like 
George Foreman,” said Holmes, the 
WBC or IBF heavyweight champion 
from 1978 to 1985. 

Foreman, who will be 46 on Janu¬ 
ary 10. will challenge Michael 
Moorer for the IBF and WBA heavy¬ 
weight titles November 5 at Las Ve¬ 
gas in what will be his first fight in 17 
months. 

Holmes won five fights last year 
and two this year, including a deci¬ 
sion over Jesse Ferguson on August 
9. 

“Yes. Larry signed a contract 
Monday, and he’s got a title shot.” 
Don King told The Associated Press 
by telephone from Rome, where he is 
attending the WBA convention. “Ol¬ 
iver signed Monday, too." 

It will be the 29-year-old McCall’s 
first defense of the'title he won on a 
shocking second-round knockout of 
Lennox Lewis on September 25 at 
London. 

“You’re ahead of me." King said 
when reached in his hotel suite. “I 
wasn't going to announce it until I got 
a site." 

Possible sites include Las Vegas or 
Atlanric City. 

‘"The money is very low - under 
SI million - but that’s not a real 
concern,” Holmes said. 

It will be Holmes' third bid a( 
regaining at least a piece of the 
championship. 

He failed to regain the IBF title 
from Michaef Spinks when he lost a 
split decision in 1986, then retired. 

Holmes came back to challenge 
Mike Tyson in 1988. was stopped in 
the fourth round and retired again. 

He started on second comeback in 
1991 and has compiled a 13-1 record 
since. The loss was a decision for 
Evander Holyfield in a bid for the 
undisputed title June 19, 1992. 

Holmes' return to a championship 
fight renews bis love-hate relation¬ 
ship with King. 

"Don hasn’t been as bad as some 
of them guys out there,” Holmes 
said. 

Holmes became champion by out¬ 
pointing Ken Norton in 1978.

Rominger to attack one-hour cycling record again 


PARIS (Reuter) - Swiss rider Tony Rominger, 
who shattered the world one-hour record last week, 
said he would attack his new mark in Bordeaux 
next month with an attempt to break the 54-km 
barrier. 

Rominger extended Spaniard Miguel Indurain’s 
record by more than 7Q0 meters when he covered 
53.832 kms in 60 minutes on the fast Bordeaux 
indoor track last Saturday. 

He had said at first he would try to take the 


record further at altitude in Mexico or Ecuador but 
he told the French sports daily I'Equipe in an 
interview published yesteiday that the attempt 
would take place in Bordeaux on November 5 or 6. 

“I decided this on the principle of fair play, 
towards my rivals,” he said. “At the moment, 
there are just two of us - Indurain and myself - 
with the financial means to make this sort of 
expedition across the Atlantic. 

“I am in favor of everyone having the same 


chance. (Scottish rider) Graeme Obree must be 
able to try to break the record again. He most have 
the same chance as those with more money.' 1 

Since Obree, an impoverished rider using an 
improvised, home-made bike, broke Italian 
Francesco Moser 5 s pine-year-old record last year, a 
further four successful attempts have been made on 
the one-hour record, all on foe Bordeaux trade. 

“1 am not a machine," Rominger, foe Tour of 
Spain champion, said.

PETER Angelos is baseball in Balti¬ 
more. 

He owns foe Orioles, of course. 
But that doesn’t take it quite for 
enough. In describing his relationship 
to the team recently, Angelos was 
quoted as saying, "I'm foe supreme 
and complete boss.” 

That's quite a statement, though 
perhaps not as immodest as it sounds. 
He didn’t say, for example, he was 
foe boss for life. But it does have that 
Alexander Haig ring to it that you so 
enjoy ir a take-charge guy. 

What does it mean, though? It 
seems to mean he is from foe school - 
no, he's the supreme and complete 
principal of foe school - that no em¬ 
ployee is good enough (unless that 
employee also happens to be a rela¬ 
tive). In the year since Angelos has 
been the supreme and complete boss, 
there has been 40 percent turnover in 
foe Orioles’ front office. 

Here’s foe basic Angelos manage¬ 
ment technique: If be knows you, he 
fires you. 

Angelos took his rime with former 
Orioles manager Johnny Oates. 

He tortured him for a year first He 
dangled him. He said bad things 
about him and then almost apolo¬ 
gized. He looked for his replacement 
while Oates was still manager. 

Poor Johnny. Let’s just say if he 
were a fly, be wouldn’t have any 
wings left.

Tottenham hits rock-bottom

-LONDON (Reuter) - Tottenham 
Hotspur reached the lowest point of 
its miserable season when it was 
dumped out of the English League 
Cup on Wednesday, beaten 3-0 at 
Notts County which is currently bot¬ 
tom of the first division. 

Tottenham, which started the sea¬ 
son in a blaze of glory after signing 
World Cup stars Juergen Klinsmann 
of Germany and Die Dumitrescu of 
Romania, ended a dismal night with 
only 10 men after Dumitrescu was 
sent off in the first half 
Their faftnre against a side which 
has won only once in 13 league 
matches this season, puis the future of 
popular, but under-achieving coach 
Ossie Ardiles in grave doubt 
Notts County, which has had a 
poor season without a victory in 10 
league games, won with goals from 
Tony Agana and Gary McSwegan in 
a three-minute spell midway through 
the first half and a third from McSwe¬ 


gan in the 72nd minute. 

Tottenham’s fate was effectively 
sealed in the 37th minute when Du- 
mitrescu was shown the red card for 
his second bookable offense. 

The defeat was a nightmare for 
Spurs, banned, pending an appeal 
from the FA Cup and docked six 
league points after being found guilty 
of financial impropriety by die FA in 
die summer. The League Cup was its 
only realistic chance of an honor this 
season. 

Premier League leaders Newcastle 
stretched its unbeaten run since the 
start of the season to 17 matches 
when it beat league champions Man¬ 
chester United 2-0 with Belgian inter¬ 
national Phfllipe Albert and Paul Kit- 
son, their recent £2.25 million 
signing from Derby, both scoring 
their first goals for the club. 

Alan Shearer scored both goals as 
Blackburn beat Coventry 2-3 in an 
-all-Premier League tie, while West 


Ham knocked out Chelsea in a pas¬ 
sionate London derby winning 1-0 
with the only goal coming from Don 
Hutchison after two minutes. 

Holders Aston Villa also made it 
through to (he fourth round with a 
closely-fought 1-0 win over first divi¬ 
sion high-flyers Middlesbrough 
thanks to a 30th-mmute goal from 
Andy Townsend. 

A superb match between first divi¬ 
sion leaders Wolves and unbeaten 
Nottingham Forest, second in the Pre¬ 
mier League, ended in a 3-2 win for 
Forest after Wolves fought back from 
2-0 down to level at 2-2. Stuart 
Pearce scored the winner for Forest 
three minutes from time. 

Sheffield Wednesday winners in 
1991. went through to the last 16 
beating Southampton 1-0, while Nor¬ 
wich was held to a 1-1 draw at first 
division Tranmere and Arsenal, win¬ 
ners in 1987 and 1993, drew 0-0 at 
first division Oldham. 


NEW YORK (AP) 
- The NBA and its 
players’ union yes¬ 
terday avoided the 
kind of work, stop¬ 
page that halted the 
hockey and base¬ 
ball seasons, reach¬ 
ing a no-strike, no- 
. lockout agreement 
that will permit the 
season to start on 
time November 6. 

Both sides 
agreed to continue 
play while negotiating for a new col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement. The 
players have been without a contract 
since the end of last' season. 

“Hie 1994-95 season through and 
including our finals will be played in 
their entirety,” commissioner David 
Stem said at a news conference. 

“The integrity of the game is the 
victor here,” said Charles Grantham, 
head of the union. “It’s clear we have 
a long way logo, a long hard negotia¬ 
tion ahead of us.” 

Players are seeking an end to the 
salary cap which has been part of the 
collective bargaining agreement 
since 1983. The owners hope to 
maintain the cap and plug loopholes 
which have allowed teams to circum¬ 
vent it 

“We’re here to announce the sea¬ 
son will go on,” Gran tham said. 

“Our players are very concerned 
about the integrity of the game and a 
full and complete championship 
season.” 

With baseball and hockey already 


shut down because of labor problems, 
the agreement averted an unprece¬ 
dented wipeout of all major profes¬ 
sional sports in North America except 
football. 

No formal talks have been held in 
months, although the two sides - led 
by Stem and Grantham - have met in 
recent days. 

For a time on Wednesday, it ap¬ 
peared the start of the season was in 
jeopardy. A knowledgeable source 
said owners would vote on a Novem¬ 
ber 1 lockout at a meeting Monday in 
Chicago if no agreement was reached 
by then. 

Union president Buck Williams of 
the Portland Trail Blazers said 
Wednesday be liked the idea of a no- 
strike, no-lockout deal to keep the 
NBA from going the way of Major 
League Baseball and the National 
Hockey League in North America. 

“I hope and pray there is no work 
stoppage,” he said in San Jose. 
“Tliere would be no winner. It would 
be foolish at this point to have a work 
stoppage.” 

Unlike the other major pro sports, 
the NBA has never had a work 


stoppage. 

‘‘We’re still hopeful we can make 
a deal before the season begins, but 
we can’t comment on any negotia¬ 
tions," NBA deputy commissioner 
Russ Granik said. 

Just three weeks ago. Stern had 
pointed proudly to the NBA’s history 
of labor harmony. 

“We have never had a strike and 
never had a lockout,” he said follow¬ 
ing an owners’ meeting October 5.

NEW YORK (Reuter) - Chicago 
White Sox slugger Frank Thomas 
was named Wednesday the American 
League’s Most Valuable Player for 
the second consecutive season. 

Thomas, a unanimous winner in 
1993, received 24 of the 28 first place 
votes cast by a panel of the Baseball 
Writers Association of America to 
become only the sixth player in 
American League history to win 
successive MVP honors. 

The first baseman, nicknamed 
“the Big Hurt,” had a 353 batting 
average with 38 home runs and 101 
RBIs in leading the White Sox to 
first-place in the American League 
Central Division before the players’ 
strike abruptly halted the season. 

He also had 141 hits and scored a 
league-leading 106 runs. 

Thomas compiled 372 points in the 
balloting to easily beat out runner-up 
Ken Griffey of the Seattle Mariners, 
who garnered three first place votes 
and finished with 233 points. 

Albert Belle of the Cleveland Indi¬ 
ans received 13 second place votes to 
finish third with 225 points. Belle’s 
teammate Kenny Lotion received the 
remaining first place vote and fin¬ 
ished fourth with 181 points. 

Thomas is the first repeat MVP 
winner in the AL since Roger Maris 
won the prestigious honor in 1960 
and 1961, the year he broke Babe 
Ruth’s single season home run 
record. 

Griffey led the league with 40 
home runs and bad 90 RBI and a 323 
batting average. For much of the sea¬ 
son, Griffey was on pace to break 
Maris’s record of 61 homers. 

Belle posted nearly identical num¬ 
bers to Thomas with a 357 average, 
36 homers and 101 RBI in leading the 
Indians to a surprising 66-47 record 
and second-place in foe strike-short¬ 
ened season, just one game behind 
Chicago. 

Lofton hit .349 and led foe league 
with 60 stolen bases and 160 hits in 
his lea doff role in Cleveland. 

The National League MVP was 
scheduled to be announced last night.

NEW YORK (AP) - FIFA was scheduled yester¬ 
day to the number of berths each continent 

gets for foe 1998 World Cup. 

The presidents of the continental confederations 
reco mme nded Wednesday that the Confederation 
of North and Central American and Caribbean 
Football (CONCACAF) get three spots at the 1998 
tournament in France, an increase of one from this 
year's tournament The US’s chances to qualify are 
expected to improve. 

FIFA’s executive committee was slated to make 
foe final decision yesterday during its semiannual 
meeting. 

FIFA, soccer's governing body, is expanding the 
tournament to 32 teams from 24. Under foe plan 
recommended by the presidents of the continental 
confederations, Europe would got two additional 
spots for a total of 15, including the host nation. 

South America also would get two more spots 
for five, including defending champion Brazil, 
according to Jack Warner of Trinidad and Tobago, 
the CONCACAF president. 


Africa also would get two more spots for five 
and Asia would get one more spot for a totzl of 
three. The final spot would go to foe winner of a 
home-and-home, total-goals series between foe 
Oceania champion and foe fourth-place team in 
Asia. 

In foe 1994 tournament, foe final spot was 
determined by a playoff among teams from Ocea¬ 
nia, CONCACAF and South America, and was 
won by Argentina. 

The US, as host, automatically qualified for foe 
1994 World Cup. The Americans’ appearance in 
1990 was their first in 40 years, and they play in a 
region where they are among foe three strongest 
teams along with Mexico and Cana d a In 1990, 
they needed to win their final game at Trinidad to 
qualify.

Beersheba 
municipality 
renews strike 

BEERSHEBA’S 1,800 municipal 
workers renewed a general strike yes¬ 
terday, claiming that the municipality 
violated a written undertaking to pay 
them money owed in social benefits 
and pension payments. 

The undertaking was made 10 days 
ago, in return for halting a six-day 
strike. Only emergency municipal 
services will operate during the cur¬ 
rent work stoppage, which will shut 
down all city kindergartens. 

Yaish VaJmin, chairman of the mu¬ 
nicipal workers association, said: 

“This time we are talking about a 
full strike, including garbage dispos¬ 
al, and we will also not permit private 
companies from removing garbage, 
which we did during the previous 
strike.” 

He said, however, that warm meals 
would still be provided to the elderly 
and special education facilities would 
remain open.

THE Knesset yesterday approved the 
1995 budget in its first reading, with 
Shas and Yi’ud supporting the gov¬ 
ernment but the Arab parries and 
United Torah Judaism abstaining. 

The vote was 52-32, with six 
abstentions. 

MK Abdel Darawshe (DAP) said 
after the vote that his party had 
planned to vote against the budget, 
but instead abstained following a 
conversation with Finance Minister 
Avraham Shohat, who apparently is 
willing to discuss the DAP's de¬ 
mands for more funding for die Arab 
sector. 

“But if by the time of the second 
and third reading, the things [we are 
asking for] aren’t done, we will vote 
against it, and end our connection 
with the government,” he said. Ha- 
dash echoed this threat 

Arab and Druse members of Labor 
and Meretz also said they would have 
trouble voting for the budget if their 
sectors were not given increased 
funding, but decided to give the gov¬ 
ernment the benefit of the doubt in 
the first reading of the budget. 

UTJ, meanwhile, deplored the bud¬ 
get’s lack of funding for the religious, 
but decided to abstain in the hopes 
that the situation would improve be¬ 
fore the final reading. 

The party will meet with Sbohat in 
the near future, explained an aide to 
Avraham Shapira (UTJ). If its de¬ 
mands are met, it will vote for the 
budget in its final reading. If not, the 
party will vote against 

The party’s main demand is that 
the country’s religious minority be 
given as much extra funding as is the 
Arab minority, the aide said. 

Shas, like UTJ, was unhappy with 
funding for the religious, but decided 
to support the government for now. 
However, the party wants written 
promises that its demands will be met 
in exchange for supporting the budget 
in its final reading as well, said Ra¬ 
phael Pinhasi (Shas). 

“Last year, we got ora) promises, 
and they weren’t kept,” he said. 

Histadrut Chairman Haim Ramon 
said during the discussions that the 
Histadrut would not sign a new cost- 
of-living increase agreement identi¬ 
cal to the current one. If-the inflation 
rate is higher than 11 percent, the 
Histadrut would demand full com¬ 
pensation in the cost-of-living in¬ 
crease, Ramon said. Responsibility 
for the high inflation rate, he said, 
“falls completely on the government, 
and in such a case, we demand full 
compensation for the workers.” 

The Likud concentrated its attack 
on inflation, which it said is largely 
due to Labor’s inability to resist fi¬ 
nancial demands from groups close to 
it 

“This government gives to those 
who belong to it,” charged Ariel 
Weinstein (Likud). “Right now, the 
cabinet is discussing funding for [the 
Histadrut’s] Kupat Holim._ covering 
NIS 4.5 bQlion worth of its debts.” 

In response, Shohat biased the Li¬ 
kud MKs as hypocrites, saying that 
rite worst inflation the country has 
ever known was under a Likud 
government 

“Tliere is a problem of inflation, 
I’m not trying to hide it ~ bid it takes 
hutzpa, brazenness and disingenuous- 
ness” for MKs who were part of the 
Likud government in the era of hy¬ 
perinflation to accuse this govern¬ 
ment of irresponsibility, he said. 

Shohat also chided members of 
various lobbies, such as the social 
lobby or the agricultural lobby, who 
protested that the budget does not do 
enough to help their interest groups.

Ben-Yair accepts ‘clarified’ coalition accord 


THERE is nothing wrong with the 
Labor-Shas coalition agreement, in 
light of the clarification the two par¬ 
ties added this week, Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Michael Ben-Yair told the High 
Court of Justice yesterday. 

Earlier in the case Ben-Yair main¬ 
tained that one clause was “inappro¬ 
priate, and not to be acted on.” Since 
the attorney-general's opinion is 
binding on the government, the jus¬ 
tices asked, how can Shas and Labor 
go ahead with the agreement? The 
clause in question stated: “If the sta¬ 
tus quo in religious affairs is violated, 
the two sides promise to correct the

violation by means of appropriate 
legislation.’' 

Ben-Yair said this was a blanket 
promise instead of reserving the gov¬ 
ernment’s right to examine each 
piece of legislation on its merits. 

This week the two parties pub¬ 
lished a clarification which says: 

“The sides hereby clarify that the 
purpose of the memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding, including paragraph 3, is 
to ensure the examination, discussion 
and investigation of any case where a 


Cabinet approves NIS 3b. 
recovery plan for Clalit

THE cabinet yesterday approved a 
recovery plan for Kupat Holim Clalit 
that includes more than NIS 3 billion 
in state aid over the next few years. 

However the ministers insisted that 
the Histadrut health fund's 32,000 
employees agree to major efficiency 
measures. 

Finan ce Minister Avraham Shohat 
said it was “inconceivable” that the 
staff would not bear a “modest part” 
of the plan and agree to the dismissal 
of more than 1,000 workers, as well 
as wage cuts and longer hours. The 
government will contribute NIS 38.8 
million to help cover severance pay. 

Histadrut Chairman Haim Ramon 
said the Histadrut had committed it¬ 
self to transferring 90% of its mem¬ 
bership fees to OaliL The govern¬ 
ment, in turn, will provide NIS 332 
billion in aid and take control of the 
fund's hospitals, leaving manage¬ 
ment in Qalit’s hands. Of the health 
fund’s NIS 1.025b. operating deficit, 
tire government will cover NIS 900 
million, with the rest coming from the 
Histadrut; the treasury will also pay 
NIS 2.061 b. to help cover Clalit’s 
accumulated debt of NIS 4.185b. 
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claim is raised riiar the status quo has 
been violated,” the clarification said. 

“In any case where the two sides 
think the status quo has been violated, 
the two sides will investigate, in a 
serious and reasonable matter - con¬ 
sidering each case emits own merits - 
how it is possible to restore the status 
quo, and will act accordingly,” it 
continued. “If it becomes clear that 
the only way to restore the status quo 
is through legislation, the two sides 
will use their discretion as to the 


appropriate content, of such 
legislation.” 

Labor Party legal advisor Amnoa 
Lorcb had argued two weeks ago that 
this was always the intent of the 
agreement, but the justices had been 
skeptical, saying tire language of the 
agreement did not confirm this 
interpretation. 

With this clarification an integ’ral 
part of the text, there is nothing 
wrong with the coalition agreement 
as long as both sides consider the 
clarification binding, Ben-Yair said. 
The case is expected to be heard next 
week.

Shetreet and Yisrael Kessar (a former 
Histadrut secretary-general) ab¬ 
stained in the vote. 

Moshe Zelinger, acting head of the 
union representing 25,000 of the 
workers (excluding physicians), said 
the government’s demands of the 
workers are “above and beyond” the 
acceptable. The union has offered to 
accept a 3 percent reduction in wages, 
but only as a loan to management, 
and not as a permanent cuL 

The Treasury announcement yes¬ 
terday did not state whether Qalit 
staffers would receive their October 
salaries on November 5; so far, the 
Treasury has insisted that wages 
would not be paid unless staffers ac¬ 
cept the recovery plan. Zelinger said 
that if wages were not in the banks on 
schedule, all staffers would go on 
strike immediately. 

Shohat warned that should the 
workers torpedo the plan, fee govern¬ 
ment will go to court to ask that a 
receiver be appointed for the fund. A 
court-appointed receiver has the au¬ 
thority to fire workers and reduce 
wages to prevent bankruptcy.

M AYBE it was the balloons. 
Maybe it was the sunglasses and 
baseball caps and assorted oth¬ 
er silly bats. For those who made the 
trek to the;.Arava, the experience was 
more like visiting Disney World than 
witnessing the ceremonial signing of a 
historic peace treaty. 

It was dear;that the flags, marching 
bands and scenic panoramas were for 
the benefit of President Clinton, or,' 
more specifically, the voters in the US 
watching the festivities with their morn¬ 
ing coffee on the Today show or Good 
Morning, America. * 

Clinton seeded the boost. Shunned by 
Democratic congressional candidates 
campaigning for reelection in Novem¬ 
ber, criticized for his handling of foreign • 
policy crises in Haiti and Cuba, and still' 
stung by the failure of his health care, 
proposal, the president may have given 
his image a new coat of whitewash. 

Israeli and Jordanian leaders would 
doubtless have preferred lower-key 
events, because of the fundamentalist 
opposition King Hussein is facing, and 
the Israelis’ sens** of mourning after die 
TeJ Aviv bus bombing and the Nahsbon 
Wachsman kidnapping-murder. 

But if it was a media spectacular the 
Clinton White House wanted, that's 
what it got.

"The first time was truly a unique 
momeijt in history; I don’t know if this 
can live up to it," Strelitz said. “Back 
then, I was hyperventilating. I was so 


excited. We’li see what's next after this— 
maybe I can look forward to going to 
Damascus.” 

Impersonator and comedian Tuvia 
Tsafir said he was thrilled to be invited - 
both because he could be a witness to 
history and because “it’ll help me with 
my impersonation of long Hussein." 

Children from local classrooms greet¬ 
ed the guests to the site, waving signs 
with the Israeli and Jordanian flags cray¬ 
oned on them proclaiming, “There is 
hope for peace." 

A banner at the entrance read. 
“Blessed are the peace makers.” Israeli, 
US and Jordanian flags fluttered above 
the bleachers and podium, alongside a 
row of flags of the other countries repre¬ 
sented by dignitaries. The German flag 
was upside down, but no diplomatic pro¬ 
test was filed. 

Fresh-faced soldiers and police per¬ 
sonnel distributed complimentary hats 


and bottles- of water, but some came 
prepared. Finance Minister Avraham 
Shohat wore a modified cowboy hat. 
Shulamit Aloni displayed a broad- 
brimmed straw topper, while Yardena 
Arazi used her daughter’s Chinese 
parasol. 

The commemorative hats were valued 
souvenirs: Israelis coveted the black 
Royal Jordanian Airlines hats and Jor¬ 
danian journalists sported Ma'ariv and 
Yediot Aharonai caps, but the most pop¬ 
ular was the white Israel Airports Au¬ 
thority “Blessed are the peace makers" 
model. 

Those masters of municipal cleanli¬ 
ness, Tel Aviv Mayor Ronni Milo and 
Haifa Mayor Amram Mitzna. carefully 
wiped the dust off their chairs for about 
15 minutes before sitting. 

Milo reflected about the timing of the 
ceremony, a week after the Tel Aviv bus 
bombing. “It's really very symbolic that 


just a week ago. I was seeing so many 
victims of terrorism and today vve are 
here at this beautiful ceremony." he 
said. “1 think it symbolizes the strength 
and resilience of the Israeli people. Yes, 
there is still pain and sadness, there is no 
doubi we are still in shock." 

And it showed. While Jordanian 
guests whooped, “Long Live the King" 
and Clinton aides shouted and whistled 
for their president, the Israelis were, by 
comparison, subdued. Their enthusiasm 
was further dampened by reports that 
Katyusha rockets landed in the north 
just before the ceremony. 

Despite the cheers of the Clinton 
staff, the buzz among the White House 
press corps was that even such an im¬ 
pressive ceremony would not boost the 
president's popularity at home. 

“Look at Carter. look at Bush." one 
reporter said. “How does the saying go? 
Making peace in the Middle East never 


got a L'S president reelected.'* 

But Clinton had his defenders. For¬ 
mer Democratic congressman Mel Le¬ 
vine. now a copresident of the Builders 
for Peace movement, said Clinton's de¬ 
cision to come was a choice to “do the 
right thing." regardless of political con¬ 
cerns. “It is Jippropriate for him io be 
here and I helieve that in the long run. it 
will underscore his foreign policy leader¬ 
ship." Levine said. 

THERE HAD been concern about who 
was in charge, and about power strug¬ 
gles behind the scenes between US. Is¬ 
raeli and Jordanian officials. But the real 
bosses were the photographers and cam¬ 
eramen of the press. “Shake hands!" 
they instructed Clinton. Hussein 
and Rabin, demanding a repeat tableau 
of the pictures from a few months 
ago. 

Rabin and Hussein shook hands, with 
Clinton in the middle, only this time 
there were desen mountains in the back¬ 
ground instead of the White House. 

When they stood in a row, the camera¬ 
men yelled at Rabin: “Take off your 
hat!” The prime minister obligingly 
doffed his baseball cap. 

After the speeches were over, the 
band played the national anthems, and 
hot. sweaty guests collapsed gratefully 
into their air-conditioned bases. On the 
way home, they compared outfits of the 
various first ladies, swapped baseball 
caps and critiqued the speeches. 

No one complained that Hussein's 
speech was too long or that he spoke too 
slowly. There were arguments about 
whether Rabin's “baby metaphor" - 
wishing “a blessed day" for the mothers 
of Israeli and Jordanian babies born that 
morning - was touching or schmaltzy. 
There were comments that Clinton's 
plea - “Open your borders, open your 
hearts. Peace is more than an agreement 
on paper. It is feeling, it is activity, it is 
devotion..." - sounded like the lyrics of 
a Top 40 pop tune. 

And everyone asked each other 
whether they were moved, excited or 
choked up by the ceremony. 

The consensus was that, while the ex¬ 
perience didn't provide the initial thrill 
that the White House ceremony had. it 
was about as well-organized and as mov¬ 
ing as one can expect from a mass-pro¬ 
duced historical event for 5.000 broad¬ 
cast internationally from the middle of 
the desert. 

And it left people wondering what 
ceremony Eitan Haber can concoct to 
top it. if, by some miracle. Syria and 
Israel are able to reach a settlement. 
One hopes that when the time comes, he 
has Barbra Streisand's telephone num¬ 
ber handv.

A different 
sort of peace 


The new relations with Jordan 
may start off cool, but 
economic benefits could help 
break the ice, David Makovsky 
reports from Amman 


P RESIDENT Bill Clinton 
won a hearty round of ap¬ 
plause when he told the Jor¬ 
danian Parliament on Wednesday 
night: ‘"If the people don't i'.-el 
real benefits, then the purveyors 
of fear will find fertile ground.” 

Indeed, the one message that 
has been consistently conveyed by 
US, Jordanian and Israeli leaders 
during the months leading up to 
this week's peace treaty has been 
that peace must have a tangible, 
positive effect on people'** daily 
lives. If not. Islamic militants - 
whose 16 parliamentary deputies 
boycotted Clinton's speech in 
Amman - would resume their 
march to power in Jordan and oth¬ 
er Arab capitals. 

Only after economic growth is 
achieved will the the marginaliza¬ 
tion of the militants be possible. 

At least for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. the Jordan-israel peace will 
be more a peace between states 
than a peace between peoples. Is¬ 
raelis have been sobered up 
enough by the “cold pence" with 
Egypt not to expect more. Israelis 
may want to visit Petra, but this 
time there is no talk of Jordanian 
children writing to Israeli pen-pals 
or their parents rushing to visit Tel 
Aviv beaches. Instead. Israelis are 
taking a long-term, perhaps more 
realistic, view. Mutually beneficial 
economic links will create more 
lasting ties than pen-pals. 

This view is only bolstered by 
the Jordanians' reaction. While 


acknowledging the need for 


peace, people in the streets of 
Amman this week - even if they 
were not among the 5.U00 Islamic 
militants who burned Israeli flags 
- showed little enthusiasm for per¬ 
sonal contacts with Israelis. 

Officials say that wariness of 
public sentiment at home contrib¬ 
uted to King Hussein's desire to 
speed up the treaty with Israel. 

These officials note that the Jor¬ 
danian Parliament is only now re¬ 
convening after its summer recess. 
Had the treaty not been conclud¬ 
ed when it was. issues surrounding 
the negotiations with Israel would 
have become the center of Jorda¬ 
nian political debate. To question 
a treaty already concluded is riski¬ 
er for its opponents, as it would 
constitute a frontal assault against 
the king. 

One sensed this week that Israel 
may have been making peace with 
only half of Jordan. At the treaty- 
signing ceremony Wednesday in 
the Arava. the Jordanians in at¬ 
tendance were members of the 
“East Bank" political and military 
establishment. There were few 
representatives of the Palestin¬ 
ians. who comprise an estimated 
60 percent of the Jordanian popu¬ 
lation. 

Some Palestinians in Jordan 
nurse grievances dating back to 
194$, while others identify with 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat's 
complaint that the peace treaty 


WITH ALL these problems. Hus- 
sein decided that he should not 
wait until his own public is ripe for 
a peace between peoples. 

Rather, he is counting on public 
support for a peace between states 
that provides Jordan with clear 
benefits. The agreement with Isra¬ 
el will bring with it US moderniza¬ 
tion of the aging Jordan military, 
and hundreds of millions of dollars 
Of debt forgiveness. 

There has also been discussion 
about Jordan exporting to Europe 
via the Haifa or Ashdod ports. 

ft remains to be seen whether a 
peace between states grounded in 
economic self-interest is a prelude 
to a deeper understanding be¬ 
tween Jordanians and Israelis. But 
while a peace between states may 
be second best, it is nonetheless 
welcome.

Settlers’ confidence takes a bashing 


offers Jordan continued custudi- 
anship over the Mo>lem holy 
place* in Jerusalem. Some Pales¬ 
tinians were among the Islamic 
militants who burned Israeli and 
American flags this week. 


THE FACT that, for now at least, 
the peace is more one between 
states than between peoples does 
not discount its importance to Jor¬ 
dan. 

Jordan's geographic position 
makes peace with Israel impera- 
(ite. To Jordan's south. Saudi 
Arabia refuses to forgive King 
Hussein for his support of Iraq 
during the Gulf war. despite re¬ 
peated efforts by the US to effect 
a reconciliation. King Hussein re¬ 
paid the snub this week by not 
inuring the Saudi foreign minister 
to the treaty-signing ceremony. 

To Amman's east, there is Iraq, 
still a pariah state. In the I9b0s. 
Iraq - embroiled in a war with 
Iran - traded heavily with Jordan. 
But now Iraq, forbidden to sell oil 
for more than three years due to 
UN Security Council sanctions, 
can give Jordan very little. 

To Jordan's north. Hussein 
faces a prickly Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. The Syrian leader 
criticized Jordan's agreement to 
lease land to Israel as part of the 
peace treaty, but Hussein re¬ 
mained feisty. Asked how he 
would respond to .Assad's criti¬ 
cism. Hussein said he would tell 
the Syrian leader: “ft is none of 
your business, with due respect. 
This is a Jordanian matter." 

If this is not trouble enough. 
Hussein has an unpredictable 
partner in the PLO. It is odd that 
Israel's relations with both the 
Palestinians and the Jordanians 
are better than the ties the two 
have with each other. 

What's more. Hussein cannot 
ignore his home front. Whether 
economic growth will reduce the 
extremists' influence remains an 
open question, but Jordan's cur¬ 
rent economic stagnation could 
only add to the militants' appeal. 


P OLICE brutality is the allegation 
coming from an unexpected quarter: 
Jewish residents of Hebron. They re¬ 
pealed the allegation in a recent meeting 
with Deputy Defense Minister Mordechai 
Gur. 

Among those who spoke were Anat Co¬ 
hen. thenursing mother who alleged that 
she was brutally arrested this month and 
separated from her two-month-old son. and 
Dalia Daniel, who said police beat her 15- 
year-old son when he was arrested at a 
Hebron demonstration on Succol. 

Others spoke of systematic police harass¬ 
ment against them. 

Gur. the government's troubleshooter 
with the settlers, said he would look into the 
complaints. But the complaints are symp¬ 
tomatic of a more far-reaching problem: a 
severe crisis of confidence between Kiryat 
Arba/Hebron residents and security forces. 
Most of their complaints are about police, 
but they also claim to have problems with 
the General Security Service and - to a 
lesser extern - the IDF. 

An open letter signed bv a couple of 
hundred Kiryat Arba residents appeared on 
walls in the town this month expressing 
support for the IDF. and calling upon peo¬ 
ple to show restraint in criticizing the army. 
That there is even a need for such a letter 
shows that criticism of the army is wide¬ 
spread enough to worry some settlers. 

The distrust of the GSS follows the arrest 
of 13 Kiryat Arba and Hebron residents for 
involvement in an alleged underground. Al¬ 
though two of those arrested have beer? 
accused of attempted murder, this was far 
less serious than the emergence of a full- 
scale underground which the press had re¬ 
ported. based on leaks. 

The brunt of the criticism of the army is 
directed at OC Central Command Maj.- 
■Gen. Han Biran. who is widely perceived in 
Kiryat Arba and Hebron as having a politi¬ 
cal agenda. 

“Birun signed the administrative deten¬ 
tion orders]against members of Kach and 
Kahane Hai) earlier in the year." said one 
Hebron resident who asked not to be identi¬ 
fied. 

“Biran gave the orders to speed up the 
processing of criminal charges against set¬ 
tlers last wepk. and Biran signed the orders 
restricting the movement of IS people near 
the Machpela Cave. He has a political 
agenda." 

Biran strongly denied the allegations. 
"One week, it's some group on the left that 
is complaining we are treating it unfairly. 
The next week it is a group on the right." 
Biran told reporters recently. 

He said the fact that complaints were 
coming from both sides of the political spec¬ 
trum showed that the army was not playing 
favorites. 

Biran also used strong words to describe 
the behavior of “a small number” of set¬ 
tlers who gave a bad name to the entire 
Jewish population. 

The commander charged that a few set¬ 
tlers provoked confrontations with Pales¬ 
tinians and the army. 

He cited a Succot demonstration at the 
Machpela Cave in which settlers allegedly 
abused soldiers verbally and ignured their 
orders to disperse peacefully. 

'.'Those who break the law will be dealt 
with to the fullest extent of the law." Biran 
said. 

Prof. Moshe Lissak, a Hebrew University 
expert on military-civilian relations, said 
the ramifications of the poor relations be¬ 
tween the security forces and the Jewish 
residents of the territories are grave. 

“The settlers have responded to what 
they perceive as a campaign of delegitimiza¬ 
tion by accusing the army and police of 
being political.” he said. “This is serious.” 

Lissak said that the settlers and the IDF 
have a his'tory of confrontation that goes 
back to Sebastia. that defining point in the 
history of the settlement movement in 1975 
when thousands of settlers converged on a 
disused railway station near Nablus and. 
after numerous confrontations with the 
army and the government, eventually 
forced Rabin's first government to set up a 
settlement nearby that later became 
Kedumim. 

“At Sebastia it was a game of cat and 
mouse.” Lissak said. “But there was a de¬ 
gree of solidarity between the army and the 
settlers, a feeling that everyone was still on 
the same side. You didn't have the deleeili-

mization of one group or another, or the 
suspicion." 

But now. Lissak said, things have 
changed drastically. He said the recent an¬ 
nouncement by Ariel Mayor Ron Nahman 
that he would no longer cooperate with 
Biran was unprecedented, and could be an 
indication of things to come. 

“The dangers of such a crisis of confi¬ 
dence are acute." Lissak said. “If this 
widens beyond Kiryat Arba to the rest of 
the settlements, if the IDF is perceived not 
as a neutral tool but as a political tool, this 
could cause a splir both in the army and in 
the country. This could be one of the most 
expensive 'prices of peace.' " 

The police, too. are perceived by the 
Jews in Hebron as having been given free 
reign to make their lives bitter. 

"An atmosphere has been created at the 
lop rhat the police in the field have a free 
hand to 'lake care of us.' " said Yisrael 
Zeira. director of the Sbavei Hevron Yeshi- 
va in Hebron. "There are so many inci¬ 
dents. so many arrests, that it is dear this is 
coining from the top." he said. 

Orit Shrruck. a Hebron activist, said she 
sees one of two scenarios being played our. 


both grave. 

“One scenario is that the government is 
intentionally trying to make our lives diffi¬ 
cult. to bother us. and to brand us as crimi¬ 
nals - all in order to bring about a withdraw¬ 
al by choice, to make it so difficult for 
people to Jive here that they will want to 
leave.” 

The other possibility, she said, is that as a 
result of the Shamgar commission of inqui¬ 
ry, which said there must be better law 
enforcement in Judea and Samaria, so 
many police have been sent to Hebron that 
friction is inevitable with the Jews they have 
been charged to keep an eye on. 

"The police are everywhere.” she said. 
“It's as if there was a policeman stationed 
constantly in the stairwell of your building. 
Eventually, you bump into him or exchange 
words with him. Then you are accused of 
insulting an officer, or hindering him during 
the commission of his duties.” 

According to Shtruck, the vast majority 
of offenses people are being arrested for in 
Hebron are not criminal but the result of 
confrontations with the police. 'There is 
constant friction.” she said. 

Police strongly deny allegations that they 


are bullying Jewish residents of Hebron ot 
anywhere else in Judea and Samaria. Police 
openly admit, however, that today there is 
tighter law enforcement in and around Jew¬ 
ish communities in the territories, which is 
perhaps being misunderstood by residents. 

Criminal acts that were not damped 
down upon in the past, such as vigilante 
raids into Halhoul or Hebron's casbah. arp 
no longer tolerated, according to police.: 

“In the past there simply was no one in 
charge." said Alec Ron. commander of the 
new Judea and Samaria police district set up 

after the Shamgar commission. 

Ron said there was no one to ensure that 
the law - all elements oft he law - would be 
enforced in Judea and Samaria. He ex¬ 
plained that for years little emphasis was 
put on classic police work: the hig issue was 
security and that's where the manpower and 
money were devoted. 

The Shamgar commission that followed 
the Hebron massacre pointed f<> the faiiui£ 
of authorities to detain and prmccutc Jew* 
ish residents of Hebron who provoked Pal¬ 
estinians or even attacked them and their 
property. 

TTie Judea subdistrict was under the com¬ 
mand of the southern district, while the 
Samaria subdistrict was under the authority 
of the northern district, causing operational 
problems. 

■ In July, the new district encompassing all 
of Judea and Samaria was set up hy Police 
Minister Moshe Shahal in-the hope of better 
enforcing the law in the areas. Some 400 
new recruits are to join the policemen 
already serving in those areas, with a large 
number of these stationed in Kiryat Arha 
and Hebron. Even more manpower will 
come if the Knesset, as expected, passes a 
law soon allowing army conscripts to serve 
in the police force. 

“I am in coastant contact with Jewish' 
leaders and I understand the misgivings of 
the Jewish population." Ron said. “It's not 
easy to be in a position in which you are 
unsure of your future, in which you feel 
unsafe. 

“But.” he added, “we will not tolerate 
anyone taking the law into his own hands.- 
We won't allow things to get out of 
control.” 

He said that such was the situation until 
the new district was founded. Within six 
months, Ron said, forensic experts, investi¬ 
gators and patrol officers would be assigned 
to Judea and Samaria for the first time. 

Ron said the tougher enforcement was 
aimed at both Jews and Arabs. He added: 
however, that the new district was being 
built on the assumption that, as peace talks 
with the Palestinians progressed, police ac¬ 
tivity in Palestinian communities would be 
turned over to Palestinians themselves. 

No Palestinians are being recruited info 
the Judea and Samaria police force, said 
Ron. who added that Jewish residents of 
the area are being encouraged to join. 

EJiezer WaJdman. dean of the Nir Yeshr- 
va in Kiryat Arba. said: “The police axe 
definitely’ being stricter with us. There 
seems to be an order-to press charges on 
every matter. Cases [of alleged confronta¬ 
tions with officers! that were closed three 
years ago are now being reopened." 

The absurdity, be said, is that while the 
law is "now being tightly enforced against 
Jews, very little has been done against Arab 
stone-throwers who are continuing to make 
the drive from Jerusalem to Kiryat Arba a 
hair-raising experience. The terror attacks 
of the last two weeks have also led to criti¬ 
cism in Kiryat Arba that, while the police 
are busy chasing Jews, terrorists are acting 
with impunity. 

“I want to make myself clear." Ron said: 
“The new police district was not established 
to set up a siege on the Jewish population. 
We are here to enforce the law throughout 
Judea and Samaria." 

Maybe so. but the perception among a 
good pan of the population in Kiryat ArBa 
and Hebron is that they are indeed undfc'r 
siege. ■'* 

“More and more people there are begin¬ 
ning to feel that they are not a part of the 
collective, as being beyond the pale," said 
the Hebrew University's Lissak. 

The danger, he warned, is that if peopte 
feel their backs are against a wall, if they 
feel that everyone - even those assigned td 
protect them - are against them, there is no 
telling how certain individuals may 
respond. 


Casablanca conference draws business big-hitters

I F there is such a thine as a 
peace dividend, this weekend 
may turn out to be a bonanza. 
No sooner will the ink have dri¬ 
ed on the Israeli-Jordanian peace 
treaty, which was signed two day* 
ago in the Arava. than the next 
milestone in the new regional or¬ 
der will be upon us: the Middle 
East-North Africa Economic 
Summit, beginning Sunday in Ca¬ 
sablanca. 

The three-day event in Morocco 
will bnng together l.ijflfi govern¬ 
mental and corporate power bro¬ 
kers from Israel, the Arab world, 
the US, Europe and the Far East. 
Its goal is to encourage busines¬ 
speople to think seriously about 
investing in the region. 

The Casablanca summit "cre¬ 
ates a framework, like Madrid cre¬ 
ated a framew’ork. for an econom¬ 
ic integration in the region." said 
the Slate Department's deputy 
Middle East coordinator. Aaron 
Miller. "I wouldn't expect over¬ 
night results, but a new baseline 
has been created." 

Administration officials and 
business executives in the US do 
not believe that major deals will 
be signed at Casablanca. But the 
event, hosted by King Hassan at 
the royal palace, does provide the 
first opportunity for business ti¬ 
tans to ponder a neglected mar¬ 
ket. and for rhe region's political 
leaders to sell them on the idea. 

The register of government 
leaders from within and outside 
the region reads like a w ho's who: 
Prime Minister Rabin and Foreign 
Minister Peres; PLO Chairman 
Arafat; Egyptian President Mu¬ 
barak: Jordan’s Prince Hassan: 
the Turkish. Portuguese. Italian 


King Hassan is giving financial titans a chance to 
consider a neglected market, Hillel Kuttler reports 


and Spanish prime ministers: US 
Secretary of State Christopher; 
foreign ministers from Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. Oman. Qatar. France. Cy¬ 
prus. Canada. Russia and Egypt: 
and various ministers from Bah¬ 
rain. the UAE. Kuwait and the 
Czech Republic. (Lebanon and 
Syria are boycotting Casablanca.) 

The corporate lineup is no less 
dazzling, with top executives from 
such US giants as American Ex¬ 
press. Bechtel, Citibank. DuPont. 
General Electric. Hewlett-Pack¬ 
ard. Pfizer. Phillip Morris and 3M. 
In all. 200 of the 800 companies in 
attendance will be American. 

To draw them all. US diploma¬ 
cy went into overdrive. The State 
Department this summer instruct¬ 
ed its embassies - especially in the 
Arab world - to. tn Miller’s words, 
"get the word out that this is a 
valuable way to support Arab-Lv- 
raeli peace and create contacts 
that will underpin that peace." 

The Commerce Department, 
too, convened business leaders 
periodically to make the case for 
Casablanca and Middle East in¬ 
vestment. Commerce officials said 
that several corporations which 
had no idea that such a major 
conference was even planned will 
be there. 

The department “is the advo¬ 
cate for US industry and we are 
very interested in ensuring that 
our companies have a full oppor¬ 


tunity to participate in a very ex¬ 
citing economic development fol¬ 
lowing the peace process.” said 
Judith Barnett, principal deputy 
assistant secretary of commerce. 
“It is our feeling that .an important 
part of the peace process is a 
strong economic foundation in the 
region." 

“A lot of what we have is what 
they need - health-care services, 
financial services, insurance, 
banking, technology.” a Com¬ 
merce Department official added. 

The conference will offer semi¬ 
nars in such areas as banking, 
trade, exports, media, technology 
and water resources. Jordan and 
Israel will also deliver a joint pre¬ 
sentation on their grandiose pack¬ 
age of Jordan Rift Valley projects 
they are seeking funding for along 
the common border. 

The administration is striving to 
allay any corporate hesitancy 
about plunging into the region. A 
US agency, the Overseas Private 
Investment Corporation (OPIC). 
will offer a session on risk insur¬ 
ance and project financing avail¬ 
able to American companies en¬ 
tering emerging markets overseas. 



THE IDEA for Casablanca arose 
after the September 1993 signing 
of the Israeli-Palestinian Declara¬ 
tion of Principles. 

Originally, the conference's or¬ 
ganizers. the New York-based 


Council on Foreign Relations and 
the World Economic Forum (of 
Davos, Switzerland), had planned 
to hold the event last spring in 
Amman. But Jordan decided it 
was not yet ready to take such a 
leap in the peace process, so Mo¬ 
rocco agreed to serve as host. 

Besides making his palace avail¬ 
able. King Hassan is picking up 
some of the costs of the event. 
Each participant is already paying 
a hefty registration fee of SI.800. 

To be sure, not all US corpora¬ 
tions heading for Casablanca are 
newcomers to the region. New 
York investment house Merrill 
Lynch already has offices in Ku¬ 
wait, Abu Dhabi, Beirut and Bah¬ 
rain, and wants to secure addition¬ 
al capital for Israeli companies. 

"As far as our current strategy 
is concerned, we see ourselves as a 
cross-border intermediary for Is¬ 
rael and Israeli clients.” said Brian 
Henderson, Merrill Lynch Inter¬ 
national’s senior vice president. 
"At this juncture we don’t have 
plans to physically be in Israel - 
but that could change." 

■ Henderson hopes someday to 
form a troika of Jordanian, Israeli 
and Lebanese partners, despite 
the fact that Lebanon is not partic¬ 
ipating at the moment. "They're 
great, dynamic countries there - 
great business and capital ethic." 

Conference organizers envision 
Casablanca as not only soliciting 


outsiders, but helping initiate <nf 
tra-regional business 

relationships. '■ [ 

"Five years ago, it would have 
been unthinkable that Saudis and 
Bahrainis would come to a confer¬ 
ence, in the region, with Israelis." 
said the Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions’ vice president Karen Sugh- 
rue, who fashioned the bulk of the 
program. 

“I think the region has come to 
realize that unless it cooperates 
and interrelates, that as a market 
it isn't significant {enough] to at¬ 
tract multinational companies,” 
she said. 

To seize on the anticipated mo¬ 
mentum of Casablanca, OPIC and 
State and Commerce Department 
officials will travel on with US 
business leaders to Egypt, Jordan^ 
Israel and the territories to ex¬ 
plore first-hand “the opportuni¬ 
ties and impediments to trade in 
the region,” the Commerce De¬ 
partment official said. OPIC is 
also planning to bring over a busi¬ 
ness delegation in April. No soon¬ 
er will Casablanca be over than 
smaUer-scale regional conferences 
are in the works for Jerusalem and 
Amman during.November.. .

G ILA Rotta sits on a char¬ 
coal-gray leather couch in 
her living, room in Kiryat 
Mordau. just south' of Netanya, 
quietly flipping through a photo 
album filled with ’ family 
snapshots. 

. “Here's-Derek when w first 
Started going out,” she says, 
pointing to a picture of a smiling, 
rpund-faced, slightly balding man 
standing on a Netanya beach in 
bathing trunks and a floppy brown 
hat. “Derek loved to collect hats. 
He had a tremendous stamp col¬ 
lection. too. I don’t know who I 
should give it to now.” 

Roth's world exploded the night 
of January 9. when her 50-year- 
old British-bom husband, a night¬ 
time taxi driver, was murdered by 
Ryo 14-year-old Herzliya boys 
who had flagged him down by the 
side of the road and asked to be 
driven to Tel Aviv. 

.Monday., the youths were sen¬ 
tenced to 16-year prison terms by 
theTel Aviv District-Court. It was 
the stiffest sentence ever handed 
down to juveniles in this country, 
but much less than the life sen¬ 
tence sought by the prosecution 
and hoped for by Derek Roth's 
42-year-old widow. 

. "Sixteen years, it's nothing.” 
she says, shaking her head and 
sighing. .“They’ll spend the next 
three years in not a very bad 
place, and when they're IS. they'll 
have another seven years or so 
before they're out. From my per¬ 
spective. that's not enough.” 

In sentencing the two boys, the 
t}iree judges noted they had taken 
the boys' age into consideration 
when deciding against life terms. 
One judge called the sentence “a 
message of hope rather than de¬ 
spair,” adding that he hoped the

al. she would sit in the courtroom 
with her eyes fixed on the boys’ 
faces, .willing them to look her in 
the eye, as if that contact would 
somehow bring the understanding 
she sought. They never lifted their 
eyes to hers. Even when the sen¬ 


tence was pronounced, she states,

don't deserve another chance. 
The boys already had criminal re¬ 
cords, and were given a "second 
chance.” she says, when they were 
accepted into their Herzliya high 
school. 

“They already bad their chance, 
and what did they do with it?” she 
asks. “They committed this mur¬ 
der. They took a gun and shot it 
five separate times into my hus¬ 
band. What further chance do you 
want me. to give them? What 
chance did they give him to choose 
between fife and death?” 

ROTH SPEAKS quietly, choos¬ 
ing her words carefully. She seems 
piore bewildered than angry, her 
brow furrowing constantly as she 
jvonders aloud why fate dealt her 
Husband and his family this unkind 
hand. 

Sometimes, she'says,, she tries 
tp understand how these boys 
could have shot her husband in 
cold blood. Throughout their tri¬ 


hereelf face-to-face with the fa¬ 
ther of one of the boys. Pointing 
her fmger at him, she said. “As 
one parent to another. I feel sorry 
for you. But your son, 1 can’t ever 
forgive.” . 

Derek Roth's murder left his 
wife and her two daughters - 
Sbanit, 22, and Limor. 20 - in 
desperate financial straits. They 
were never rich while Derek was 
alive. Gila says, but had achieved 
middle-class status, and were able 
to buy. what they wanted with 
careful planning. 

“In one second, my entire life 
turned around," she says. The 
Roths are now living on Gila's 
monthly salary of NIS 2,000, sup¬ 
plemented by NIS 1.000 a month 
from the National Insurance Insti¬ 
tute and whatever money the girls 
bring home from odd jobs. It's not 
enough, Gila says, to pay the $500 
monthly rent on the spacious, 
four-room sea-view apartment the 
family moved into just a year be¬ 


fore her husband’s death. Soon 
they'll have to move. 

Roth requested a welfare apart¬ 
ment from the Housing Ministry, 
and was assigned a 50-square-me- 
ter two-room flat in what she de¬ 
scribes as a drug-ridden, danger¬ 
ous Netanya neighborhood. She 
camped out in rbe ministry's Jeru¬ 
salem offices; and-begged for “a; - 
normal, Airee^room apartment,j- 
nothing fancy” in which to house" 
herself and her two daughters, 
who are just beginning university. 
She was told she would have to 
wait. 

Meanwhile, she’s sold her car 
and is scrimping to make ends 
meet. “After all we’ve suffered, 
it's really hard.” she says. “We’ve 
lost our provider.” 

Roth appeared on television 
Monday night and appealed open¬ 
ly to Attorney-General Dorit 
Beinish to reopen the case. 

Whatever Beinish decides. 
Roth wants to sue the boys’ fam¬ 
ilies in civil court for financial 
compensation. Because of their 
sons, she says, she and her daugh¬ 
ters were deprived of their liveli¬ 
hood. She says she doesn't know 
for how much to sue. and hasn't 
yet consulted a lawyer.-“1 don’t 
understand much about these 
things,” she says. 

DEREK AND Gila Roth were 
very much in love. It was a second 


marriage for both. 

Derek first lived in a kibbutz 
after immigrating 25 years ago: 
Gila arrived from Casablanca with 
her family in 1962 at the age of 
nine. They met in 1976, when 
Derek sold fife and home insur¬ 
ance to Gila and her first husband, 
.and then ran into each other by 
chance in 1984 when both were 
divorced from their first spouses. 
They married in January 1985, 
and Derek helped bring up her 
two daughters from her first 
marriage. 

He used to leave notes around 
the house where he knew she 
would find them, scraps of paper 
saying “I love you,” or “You're 
beautiful.” Barely a week after his 
murder, Gila found his last note 
tucked away in a bathroom cup¬ 
board. “My Gila, how 1 love 
you," it read, and was signed. 
“Derek, XXXXXX.” 

January 15 would have been 
their ninth anniversary. Gila Roth 
had already invited all their 
friends ro a surprise party. “Then 
he was the one who held a ‘sur¬ 
prise party’ for me instead.” she 
murmurs. 

“He was a very warm. loving 
man,” she says. “He had great 
compassion. He was always will¬ 
ing to listen, not just to me and the 
children, bur to their friends, to 
passengers in his cab. He was 
there for evervone.” 


Derek Roth began driving cabs 
just a year and a half before his 
death, and had been working 
nights for the Pituah company 
since January '93. He was very 
concerned, she says, about the 
well-heeled Herzliya youngsters 
he used to ferry around town at all 
hours of the night. 

“These kids are. terribly 
spoiled." she says. “Derek would 
pick them up at discotheques at 3. 


4 o’clock in the m>lining. He'd 
listen to them talk in hi> cab. and 
think. *Oy vev. what is our youth 
coming to?’ He was really 
worried.” 

Nevertheless, he was well 
known for his kindness to his 
younger passengers. He’d often 
keep bags of candies or cookies in 
the cab. and would pass them out 
fo the youngsters. “He'd always 
put on the music they liked.” Roth 


says. “The kids loved him. Many 
showed up during the shiva. and I 
got dozens of letters saying how 
sorry they were at what happened, 
i was sure that if these two boys 
had known him. they could never 
have hurl him. Thai's why I was 
so devastated to learn that 
they had ridden in his cab before. 
He was a man you just had to 
love.” 

AROUND HER neck. Roth 
wears her husband's gold chain, 
one of the two pieces of jewelry 
returned to her hv the police after 
his murder. One of her sisters had 
Derek's likeness engraved on a 
gotd medallion, and Roth at¬ 
tached it to the necklace. 

Roth looks much older than the 
smiling, well-kept woman who ap¬ 
pears Tn photographs taken just a 
year ago. The past ft) months have 
aged her greatly. 

“I wish I had his strength." she 
says with a sigh, “if things were 
reversed, and it had been me who 
was murdered, he would have 
screamed at the heavens for jus¬ 
tice. But Gila has no strength. I 
wish 1 could just lie down on my 
bed and he left alone. I'm doing 
this because 1 know that's what he 
would have done. He would never 
have given up.” 

Roth hasn't touched a thing in 
the bedroom the couple used to 
share. She’s left her husband's 
clothes and personal belongings 
exactly as they were the day he 
died, as if he might come home 
any minute. 

“1 know it’s not possible, but I 
keep thinking that maybe, one 
day. he'll walk in and say it was all 
a mistake.” she says. 

As she no longer sleeps in that 
room, she takes turns sleeping in 
Shanit's or Limor's room, "sneak¬ 
ing” into her husband's bedroom 
each morning for clothes, “like a 
thief.” She declines to show the 
room to this reporter, saying it is 
“too painful.” 

Now. Roth says, she's concen¬ 
trating on seeing that her daugh¬ 
ters finish their studies and 
get a good start in their adult 
lives. 

“I'll never have the happiness 1 
had with Derek again, but life 
goes on.” she says. "I have two 
girls, I have a responsibility as 
their mother, and 1 hope slowly 
I’ll learn how to live with this. I'll 
never forget him. He was my best 
friend. 

"There are two things I'll never 
know: why this happened, and 
what was going on in their heads 
when They shot my husband. 
Thai's the question HI be'asking 
for as long as I live - why? And I'll 
never find the answer.” 


Father is punished for the sins of his son 

‘T 


IHERE'S no doubt that it was a tragedy for 
the taxi driver and his family, but it was"also 
a tragedy for our two families." says the 
father of one of the 15-vear-old Herzliya boys sen¬ 
tenced Monday for the January 9 murder of taxi 
driver Derek Roth. 

The father, a lawyer, notes that he and his wife 
have five other children, ranging in age from five to 
16. All are receiving intensive psychiatric treatment, 
and he and his wife are gening additional counseling 
to help them deal with the trauma their children are 
facing. 

“Of course, it's affected ail of them." he Nays. 
"I'm sure it's hurt the other children deeply. But the 
family is trying to stick together, and my wife and 1 
are trying to be sensitive to what they're going 
through.” 

The family is considering moving to another town, 
he says. “Many times we’ve wondered whether 
ir’s possible to vanish entirely. I'm not sure that 
moving will solve our problem, but we're thinking 
about it.” 


He seems surprised at the question whether he 
had considered offering financial compensation to 
Roth's widow and her two daughters. First of all. he 
says, the Roths haven’t asked for anything. "The 
Roth family doesn't want any contact with us. and we 
haven't thought of rt." he says. 

But if Gila Roth did ask? 

“That's a sensitive question." he says. “I don't 
really want to get into it here.” 

Throughout the interview, the father refrains from 
using the word “murder.” referring only to “the 
exent." or “what happened.” Perhaps. as"a lawyer, 
he is being careful not to implicate his son. who has 
not confessed to the killing. Or perhaps, as he himself 
explains, all the members of the family are so emo¬ 
tionally involved in the tragedy that they have no 
clear perspective as yet. 

“We live this every minute, every second of the 
day." he says. "Our son's punishment is a punish¬ 
ment for the entire family. We'll need a lot of 
strength to face what’s coming. We haven't recov¬ 
ered from what happened, and never will.” S.F.

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She was a noble woman 
and a Righteous Gentile 

Princess Alice, the late mother of Britain’s Prince 
Philip, is being honored by Yad Vashem for 
saving Jews. Batsheva Tsur tells her story 


W HEN the remains of 
Princes* Alice of Greece 

were brought to Jerusa¬ 
lem for reinterment in 198$. few 
people knew that she had once 
had an intimate connection with 
the Jewish people, and was per¬ 
sonally responsible for saving a 
Jewish family from extinction by 
the Nazis. 

The ceremony was as private 
and simple as Princess Alice her¬ 
self had been. Her son, Britain's 
Prince Philip, the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh, did not attend: only Prin¬ 
cess Sophie. Philip's elder sister, 
made the journey. She was joined 
by senior British consular staff and 
a delegation from Buckingham 
Palace. At the time, the palace 
decided that the prince's presence 
in Israel would not be politically 
correct. 

But on Monday, six years later, 
the Duke of Edinburgh will be 
here - to receive the Medal of 
Honor of Righteous Among the 
Natrons in his late mother's name, 
at a ceremony at Yad Vashem. He 
will be accompanied by Sophie, 
who is also known as Princess 
George of Hanover. 

After the ceremony, he will visit 
his mother's resting place, at the 
Church of St. Mary Magdalene at 
Gethsemane on the Mount of OI- 


PRINCESS ALICE was bom at 
Windsor Castle on February 25. 


18S5. and was christened Victoria 
Alice Elizabeth Julie Marie of 
Battenberg. She was the eldest 
child of Prince Louis of Batten¬ 
berg (who later anglicized his 
name to Mountbatten) and Prin¬ 
cess Victoria of Hesse, who was 
the granddaughter of Britain's 
Queen Victoria. 

At an early age. Princess Alice 
was diagnosed as being almost 
completely deaf. But she became 
a fluent lip-reader by the age of 
eight, mastering not only English 
bur also French, German, and, af¬ 
ter her marriage. Greek. 

In 1901. the princess met Prince 
Andrew of Greece, and two years 
later the monarchs and aristocracy 
of Europe gathered at a grand cer¬ 
emony in the German city of 
Darmstadt for what.would be one 
of the last great royal weddings of 
Europe. The prince and pripcess 
settled in Greece, where their four 
daughters were bom. 

Alice's disability made her sen¬ 
sitive to the needs of others, and 
she devoted much of her time to 
charity. In 1912. during the Bal¬ 
kan War. she joined the Red 
Cross and spent endless hours 
nursing sick and wounded Greek 
soldiers. 

Meanwhile, also in 1912. An¬ 
drew's father. King George of 
Greece, stayed at the home of a 
Jewish family, the Cohens, in the 
northern Greek city of Trikkala, 
under circumstances which are not

clear. But it is known that Haim 
Cohen ^ a wealthy businessman 
who became a member of the 
Greek parliament, maintained his 
friendship with the royal family. It 
was a friendship which would later 
save the lives of Cohen's widow, 
Rachel, and their five children. 

During World War I, the Greek 
royal family was exiled to Switzer¬ 
land. Upon their return. Prince 
Andrew and Princess Alice went 
to live on the island of Corfu. 
There, in 1921, on the family’s 
dining-room table. Alice gave 
birth to her only son, Philip, the 
future Duke of Edinburgh. 

A year later, the Greek army 
was defeated in battle by the 
Turks, and Prince Andrew was 
charged with treason. But the 
British intervened, and King 
George V, grandfather of Philip's 
future wife, arranged for An¬ 
drew's and Alice's move to 
France, where they were given a 
small apartment outside Paris. 

Princess Alice again devoted 
much of her time to the sick and 
needy. She also became increas¬ 
ingly religious, entering the Greek 
Orthodox Church in 1928. 

Over the years, the prince and 
princess drifted apart; in 1938, Al¬ 
ice returned to Athens alone. 
Wearing the long gray habit of a 
nun. she devoted her life to chari¬ 
table work. It is not clear whether 
there was continuous contact be¬ 
tween the Cohens and the mem-

servant, offering the Cobens a hid¬ 
ing place on the palace grounds. 
The three elder Cohen sons left 
Greece with the help of the Greek 
underground, and managed .to 
reach Turkey by boat. From 
there, they went to.Egypt. where 
they joined the Free Greek Army, 
according to Dr. Mordechai Pal- 
diel of Yad Vashem. 

Under Nazi occupation, not 
even the royal family was spared 
the threat of death for hiding 
Jews. Nevertheless, for 13 long 
months the princess.visited the 
Cohens regularly, sending provi¬ 
sions to their hiding place and 
guarding them with the help of 
two- loyal servants. Alice gave 
strict instructions to those in her 
employ to maintain absolute si¬ 
lence about the three refugees and 
never told them that the three 
were Jews. Aided by a member of 
the Greek underground, Pouris 
Dimosthenus. die princess wjas 
able to bring the family news of 
the three boys with the Free 
Greek forces. 

After the war, the Cohen family 
moved to Paris. Contacted there 
this week. Michel, Cohen, the 
family’s last surviving sibling, 
would not divulge further details 
of the heroic deeds of his royal 
savior. It is hoped that more will 
come to light when Prince Philip 
addresses the gathering next week 
at Yad Vashem. 

Princess Alice died at Bucking¬ 
ham Palace in 1969 at the age of 
34, and was buried in St. George's 
Chapel in Windsor. But her dying 
wish had been to-be buried on the 
Mount of Olives, alongside her 
aunt Elizabeth, who was the sis¬ 
ter-in-law of the last Russian tsar 
and was killed by Bolsheviks.

‘ the Media,” October 14). 

■. Even some in the “peace camp" 
were incensed by Share's state¬ 
ment that Syria never shelled Is¬ 
raeli civilians. So Shohat, always a 
two-fisted defender of the under¬ 
dog, wrote an impassioned de¬ 
fense of Share. 

Shara is right, she says. The ag- 
" gressor has always been Israel. 

- And to support her argument, she 


quotes Rabin's memoirs, in which 
he wrote that Israel fired on me¬ 
chanical equipment intended to 
divert the Yarmufc waters before 
toe 1967 war. 

Leaving aside that arbitrarily di¬ 
verting water can be a casus belli, 
what Shohat avoids mentioning is 
a bit of basic information which 
has become politically incorrect 
that the war ^between Syria and 
. Israel was not triggered by water 
diversions in the 1960s, hut by a 
Syrian invasion launched almost 
immediately after the UN parti¬ 
tion declaration in 1947, when a 
Syrian battalion attacked Kfar 
Szold. 

- Needless to say, Shohat consid¬ 
ers the taking of the Golan in 1967 
an act of aggression, which - she 
says - was forced on then chief-of- 
staff Rabin by the inhabitants of 
northern Israel. 

She conveniently forgets the 
reason these kibbutzniks suddenly 
displayed such lust for imperialis¬ 
tic expansion. Like Share, she 
never mentions toe 19-year-long 
shelling by the Syrians of Israeli 
communities in toe Hula and Jor¬ 
dan valleys. 

Nor does she see anything 
wrong with Share's stating that toe 
establishment of Israel was the 
true original sin which caused ex¬ 
ile and misery to "millions of 
Arabs." 

After aO, she says, the advent of 
the state did displace 750,000 Ar¬ 
abs (the real number could not 
have exceeded 400,000) who 
through natural increase have be¬ 
come millions. 


But Shara did not just call the 
very fact of Israel an act of aggres¬ 
sion. Nor did he say that Syria was 
not the first to shell civilians, but 
that it never shelled civilians. That 
Shohat can defend such outright 
lies is yet another example of post- 
Zionists' rewriting of history. The 
Soviet encyclopedists would have 
been green with envy. 

MA'ARIVS AMNON Abramo- 
vitz.is another “peace camp” col¬ 
umnist who has difficulty distin¬ 
guishing between invention and 
fact. 

Like most of his fellow true- 
believers, who insist the majoriry 
of Israelis want to withdraw from 
the Golan, he was startled by the 
tremendous popular response to 
toe Golan hunger strikers. Unlike 
his foreign colleagues (“Eye on 
the Media," October 7), he could 
not ignore the event entirely. It 
was too dose to home. 

Instead, be attempted to depict 
the close to 250,000 sympathizers 
who streamed to toe Golan to 
identify with the strikers as low¬ 
lifes, the dregs of Israeli society.

we have had several intimations 
that those cynics may have been 
lighter than they realized.

of secular humanis¬ 
tic Judaism should also speak up 
about this purple virion of the 
messy-antics era to dawn in the 
Holy Land on toe signing of the 
Jordan-Israel peace treaty. 

AN EXAMPLE of Israeli secular 
culture that I discovered only last 
week involves Rabbi Akiva's fa¬ 
ther-in-law, known as [Ben] Kalba 
Savua. 

His name means “[Son of tbe] 
Sated Dog.” 

There are two explanations for 
this strange name. 

He was very wealthy and gener¬ 
ous. His door was always open to 
the needy, and whoever entered 
his home hungry as a dog went 
away sated. Or. whoever entered 
his home hungry went away sated 
as a dog (Yerushalmi Taanit 4:2; 
Cittin 56a; Avot D’Rabbi Natan, 
Buber edition, A:6, B:13; Ketuboi 
62lb63a; Nedarim 50a). 

In today’s Jerusalem, his mem¬ 
ory is perpetuated by a pub bear¬ 
ing his name, which “those over 
21 or developed males and fe¬ 
males” may enter on payment of 
NIS 20. A window poster 
explains: 

’ “Kalba Savua ... was Very rich, 
Alla yerahamu [“Allah have mer¬ 
cy on him” in Arabic].... He was 
so rich and so generous that be fed 
all of Jerusalem at his own ex¬ 
pense in soup kitchens that he 
built for them. Every hungry dog 
came away from him sated, from 
which he got his name Kalba Sa¬ 
vua. All his fife be dreamed of 
opening a tavern in the center of 
toe city.... 'Kalba on the Town’ he 
wanted to call it. He wanted to, 
but he died. In memoriam to 
him.” 

IN THE manifesto of Tehilla/Isra- 
el Association for Secular Human¬ 


istic Judaism issued several years 
ago. Prof. Yehuda Bauer wrote: 

“Secular Judaism perceives in 
our Jewish heritage a source of 
inspiration rather than of binding 
authority. Neither the belief in 
God nor the fulfillment of the 
mitzvot [religious precepts] should 
be seen as a condition for the con¬ 
tinuity of Jewish life. This is all the 
more true in light of the fact that 
Zionism arose as a movement of 
revolt against accepted religious 
concepts." 

It is tune for Zionism to revolt 
again, against its accepted and 
bankrupt secular concepts. 

ON THE NIGHT of November 9- 
10, 1938. the Germans and their 
collaborators in Germany, Aus¬ 
tria and the Sudetenland vandal¬ 
ized 1,300 synagogues, including 
about 270 that they torched or 
otherwise demolished; wrecked 
10.000 Jewish-owned homes, busi¬ 
nesses and offices; murdered 
more than 90 Jews; and arrested 
30,000 Jews, many of whom died 
in prisons or-concentration 
camps. 

People call that atrocity by toe 
German name Kristallnacht, 
which means “Crystal Night.” It is 
more generally called “The Night 
of the Broken Glass.” 

That might be an appropriate 
name to be used by those who 
deny that there ever was a Holo¬ 
caust and assert that, in fact, the 
Jews deserved whatever punish¬ 
ment toe Hitler-led Germans and 
their collaborators inflicted on 
them. It is hardly a suitable name 
for us to continue using today. 

Where did toe name originate? 

In the course of that pogrom, 
the perpetrators smashed syna¬ 
gogue and shop windows, and 
made a special point of shattering 
crystal chandeliers and other pre¬ 
cious crystal objects in synagogues 
and Jewish homes. 

So with characteristic Nazi hu¬ 
mor, Germany’s economics minis¬ 
ter at the time, Waltber Funk, 
called it Kristallnacht. That was 
one of a series of Nazi rapes of tbe 
language, including the notorious 
Aussiedlung (Resettlement) to de¬ 
scribe deportation to concentra¬ 
tion and death camps; and tbe 
motto Arbeit Macht Frei (Work 
Liberates) above the entrance 
gates to the camps. 

Why do we honor Waltber Funk 
by using his sardonic euphemism? 
In Germany itself, writers and his¬ 
torians have been identifying the 
date as Pogromnacht (the Night of 
toe Pogrom) or toe Night of toe 
November 9-10 Pogrom. One 
might also call it the Night of toe 
Burned Synagogues.

mine toat the people visiting the 
strikers' tent were decidedly low- 
class, the type who rush to Turkey 
to gamble and habitually steal fau¬ 
cets from Turkish hotels. “There 
is a 'duty-free' atmosphere all 
over," he writes. 

To protest that toe visitors in¬ 
cluded generals, prominent busi¬ 
nessmen, politicians and numer¬ 
ous professionals is almost 
demeaning. But the arrogant 
class-consciousness of toe Israeli 
left never ceases to amaze. Are 
the 300,000 Israelis who go to Tur¬ 
key for their vacations inferior to 
Abramovitz’s Sheinkin Street 
friends who tour Europe and toe 
US? ' 

The egalitarian Abramovitz, a 
certified “beautiful soul” who gets 
livid when the right of Arab citi¬ 
zens to vote on the fate of the 
country is questioned, obviously 
thinks so. 

With similar arrogance. Abra¬ 
movitz contemptuously dismisses 
the hunger strikers’ motives. The 
12 who fasted for 19 days stayed 
outdoors during a beat wave, not 
in an air-conditioned suite at the 
Hilton (toe venue for Abie Na¬ 
than's hunger strike, glorified as a 
heroic struggle by the left). Two of 
toe strikers collapsed, but insisted 
on returning to the strike after 
receiving medical attention. Their 
weight loss was visible and 
dangerous. The doctors were 


alarmed on several occasions. 

But Abramovitz summed it all 
up with a blithe assurance to his 
readers that it was all done be¬ 
cause one of rhe strike leaders. 
Yehuda Harel. fell like ruffling 
Rabin's feathers just for the hell of 
it. 

Even more offensive is the out¬ 
rageous manipulation of historic 
facts. According to Abramovitz. 
what Israel did in 1967 was to dis¬ 
place 100.000 Syrians who were 
happily living in the Golan. “To¬ 
day they live in the southern sub¬ 
urbs of Damascus, and are report¬ 
edly counting the years, loosing 
for the day they can return and 
rebuild their homes as in the days 
of old.” 

What he fails to mention is that 
the Syrians who "lived” in toe Go¬ 
lan area (the number is 136.001)) 
were all military personnel who 
were responsible for the attacks 
on Israeli communities between 
1948 and J9fi7. They served in the 
Golan anywhere between a year 
and five years as pan of their mili¬ 
tary sen-ice. 

Their "reported” 27-year-old 
pining to return to its bunkers is. 
to paraphrase a famous New- 
Yorker magazine line, a report we 
doubt ever got reported.

Four members of our editorial 
team in Gaza were questioned by 
Palestinian authorities on their 
roles in obtaining video film con¬ 
nected with the Hamas kidnap¬ 
ping of an Israeli soldier. They 
were subsequently released with¬ 
out charge, belying the label of 
“Hamas operators” in your edito¬ 
rial. The Israeli authorities also 
have not accused them, or Reu¬ 
ters. of acting improperly. 

We have to be very wary about 
the connections and reliability of 
information sources and part-time 
staff in any troubled area such as 
Gaza. We therefore keep our op¬ 
erating procedures under regular 
review. We will not allow our in¬ 
tegrity to be compromised any¬ 
where we operate.

Examples of the way Reuten 
prostitutes journalistic standard* 
to further the cause of the PLO 
and Hamas have been offered in 
several “Eye on the Media” col¬ 
umns and' in the October 11 
editorial.

To see the Palestinian Authori¬ 
ty's decision to release the foui 
Hamas apparatchiks who work for 
Reuters as proof of innocence i* 
ludicrous. If anything, it is surpris¬ 
ing toe PA did nor award them e 
medal. What the letter fails tc 
mention is that one of them. Taftii 
Shariieh, is not only a Reuter* 
reporter but toe publisher and edi¬ 
tor of a Hamas organ called Falas- 
tin. 

To understand how outrageous 
the employment of such a reporter 
is, one should imagine Reuters 
employing an editor of a Kach 
publication as a correspondent. 
This in no way implies a compari¬ 
son between toe mindless hooli¬ 
gans of Kach and toe murderers ol 
Hamas, but it does point to a sim¬ 
ple fact: what Reuters considers 
utterly unthinkable in the case ol 
Israelis it deems perfectly natural 
for Palestinians. 

What is surprising about all this 
is that Reuters feels that it has to 
employ PLO and Hamas opera¬ 
tives altogether. Its own Anglo- 
Saxon journalists are so biased in 
favor of the Palestinians that they 
need no help in slandering Israel. 
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Abraham’s gift: A universal vision 


T HE next time a political fig¬ 
ure in Israel gathers a 
chorus to protest rabbinic 
authority in such aspects of our 
lives as death, marriage and di¬ 
vorce, we should direct him to this 
week’s portion of Hayei Sara. 
Here we see toat burial and mar¬ 
riage cannot be left to chance, but 
require toe intimate involvement 
and guidance of Abraham, the 
world's first spiritual adviser in 
ethical monotheism. 

The first thing that commands 
our attention is bow much space 
the Torah devotes to Abraham's 
acquisition of a burial site for Sa¬ 
rah. If tbe fact that she's buried in 
this particular place is to prove 
important, why not simply stress 
the information that Sarah died in 
Kiryat Arba and was buried in a 
field toat Abraham bought from 
the Hittites. etc.? But we also get 
a long description of a business 
transaction. Are we supposed to 
care that much about who said 
what to whom? 

Of course, Sarah’s death war¬ 
rants special attention, but since 
we hear nothing of the eulogy it¬ 
self, only the statement toat Abra¬ 
ham eulogized her, there appears 
to be some sort oi imbalance, as if 
the transaction is more important. 

And what compounds toe mat¬ 
ter is that while Abraham bargains 
for a burial site, Sarah lies unbur¬ 
ied. And what is Abraham bar¬ 
gaining about? The Hittites want 
to give him a plot, but he insists on 
paying' 

(The Talmud maintains that the 
law toat engagement may be ef¬ 
fected by makiog a monetary gift 
to a woman is deduced from Abra¬ 
ham’s paying for toe acquisition of 
Sarah's burial plot. What a strange

juxtaposition, marriage and 
burial!) 

Precisely because of the way it is 
recorded, the death of Sarah may 
be the turning point of Abraham's 
life. Until now, his relationship to 
the world has been fairly success¬ 
ful. He may have had a vision of 
the one God, but he has hardly 
chosen to live in Mca She'arim. 

He is a confirmed universalist. 
preaching the doctrine of ethical 
monotheism to all who will listen, 
waging wars, making treaties: he 
is very much the humanitarian, a 
civil libertarian pleading for Sod¬ 
om and Gomorrah. 

He understands and loves lsh- 
mael despite the latter's wild im¬ 
pulses. He is considered ”a Prince 
of God’* by toe Hittites, Everyone 
would love to do something for 
him, like making a gift of the fin¬ 
est gravesite available. And if he 
were to take such a gift it would 
mark him forever as the Most Dis¬ 
tinguished Hittite of the Year. He 
would be a perfect candidate for 
toe Nobel Peace Prize. 

But the Akeda has made it clear 
that Isaac is not just another Ish- 
maeJ I give or take an impulse): 
through him and only through him 
will Jewish destiny unfold. 

THE PURCHASE of the Cave of 
Machpela. which immediately fol¬ 
lows the binding of Isaac, is Abra¬ 
ham’s first opportunity to drama¬ 
tize his new understanding that a 
universal vision of mankind must 
evolve from the particular reality 
of Israel. The Jewish people can¬ 


not be identified with Heth. or 
with Hong Kong, with Sodom or 
with Switzerland. 

Facing toe Hittites. desiring to 
bury' toe mother of the child who 
represents this particular vision of 
Israel, he keeps nothing con¬ 
cealed. You thought 1 was a prince 
among men. a noble spirit, a 
member of vour fraternity. But 
toe truth is that “1 am a stranger 
and a sojourner with you [ger to- 
shav\," a sojourner in body, a 
stranger in spirit. (Gen. 23:4) 

This momenr of declaration. of 
self-recognition, may well be 
where his life has been heading all 
along. 

Abraham's stand-off with the 
Hittites is really the first opportu¬ 
nity to stake his claim to being 
different - separate, a stranger - 
and as such he wants a grave far 
apart, “at the edge of his field 
[Gen. 23:9[." and even insists on 
paying a steep price for if. 

Sarah's death makes Abraham 
realize that he has reached a cross¬ 
road. As long as a person does not 
define and limit his responsibil¬ 
ities. he'll consider all kinds of 
ideas. 

But life is. after all. limited: 
death freezes the moment forever. 
How we are defined when we die 
is how our lives are to be assessed. 
If she is buried among the Hittites. 
Sarah's grave will eventually dis¬ 
appear. But if her burial site is 
destined lo become the first Jew¬ 
ish cemetery', there is a good 
chance it will last until the end of 
time. 


IS THIS the end of toe story? 
Hardly. 

No sooner is Sarah buried than 
Abraham realizes that Isaac must 
get married. But not just ro any 
wife! Abraham assigns the job of 
matchmaker to his trusted servant 
Eliezer. dedaring: “I will bind you 
by an oath to God... that you shall 
not take a wife for my son of the 
daughters of the Canaanites.... 
But you shall go to tny country, 
and to my kindred." 

And when Eliezer asks the logi¬ 
cal question. Abraham is ada¬ 
mant: under no circumstances 
must Isaac move there. If the 
woman won’t come to the land of 
Israel, Eliezer is absolved of the 
oath. 

Clearly, Abraham is saying that 
it is not only important whom you 
marry, but where you live. There 
are unique customs that Isaac's 
future wife will have to (earn, and 
that will not be possible if they 
live outside Israel. Isaac's 
wife cannot be a Canaanite influ¬ 
enced by Canaan; she must be an 
Abrahamite influenced by Abra¬ 
ham. 

This is one of toe most impor¬ 
tant messages world Jewry must 
understand. If a person wants to 
die as a Jew. he must live as a Jew. 
and if he wants to live as Jew, he 
must mam' as a Jew. 

The mixing of cultures may look 
like an interesting experiment, but 
the results are disastrous. Con¬ 
temporary Jews - both within and 
without Israel - understand uni¬ 
versal ism. but have yet to learn 
the value of particularism. Until 
we do. w-e contribute to every cul¬ 
ture in the world, but run the risk 
of losing our own.

_ Justine was started 21 years ago 
SI with no money” by Devine and 
ler late partner, cosmetic chemist 
Be ’aul Symes. “I always felt I could 
21 am my own income,** says De- 


vine. But she also got a real push 
the day she questioned a commis¬ 
sion check. She was then selling 
stationery and paper goods and 
was told by her employer not to 
complain. She recalls his words 
most clearly: “You're earning a 
very nice sum. for a woman.” 

The advice she gives to business 
people today follows the same 
principle she adopted 21 years 
ago. “We live in a society which is 
very calculated, very one-sided. I 
think people should learn to trust 
their intuition and follow their 
hearts." 

Devine set out to cater to the 
majority of women “who don't 
have a lot of money to spend." 
Consumer training about how to 
use the product correctly was also 
a priority. The now-common 
practice of using totally natural 
ingredients was a novel approach 
in 1973. “We did other crazy 
things." Devine says. “We decid¬ 
ed not to use expensive packaging, 
to let the ingredients make up the 
bulk of the cost." 


DEVINE chose to sell not 
through stores but by direct sales, 
which she favors because “it cre¬ 
ates jobs.” In addition, she says. 
Justine's direct marketing encour¬ 
ages people to “discover how 
good they are.” Sales in South 
Africa today are conducted 
through 9.000 consultants and 650 
beauty salons. In other countries 
Justine might sell through retail 
channels. ‘"It depends on the 
country, the distributor and on the 
amount of customer education 
needed.” 

Justine “got big about 10 years 
ago.” Devine says, and the com¬ 
pany doubled every year for the 
first five or six years. Between 
1989 and 1992. she says, the reces¬ 
sion in South Africa created a psy¬ 
chological depression among con¬ 
sumers which “can work for or

against you. People will buy cos¬ 
metics to give themselves a lift but 
at the same time, a period of un¬ 
certainty' may mean the> limit 
their budgets.” 

The economic sanctions placed 
on South Africa by the world com¬ 
munity were a most frustrating ob¬ 
stacle. “We had become a very 
dominant, powerful company with 
a 25% market share. We were dy¬ 
ing to spread our wings.” 

Justine began exporting to the 
neighboring countries of Botswa- 
na. Malawi. Zimbabwe. Zambia. 
Angola. Tanzania and Kenya. Ex¬ 
ports now go to to 27 countries 
including the UK, Sweden and Is¬ 
rael. Since the lifting of sanctions, 
says Devine, Justine is operating 


at a 30% gross profit margin for 
1994. She expects to eo public 
within the next few years. 

Devine mentions Garins and 
Clinique as her main competition. 
Although direct selling can initial¬ 
ly expand a market, she says, 
eventually all compete for the 
same customers. In order to pene¬ 
trate the brand-oriented Israeli 
mentality, marketing here will be 
carried out by the one-on-one di¬ 
rect sales method, by referral or 
appointment.-and through beauty- 
salons. Makeover days at hotels 
will also be held. “It is important 
for potential customers to sample 
and feel the products.*' says 
Devioe. 

Justine entered the market here 
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some 18 months ago. following 
months of waiting for approval 
from the Health Ministry. Never 
before, says Devine, has the com¬ 
pany seen “such red tape and reg¬ 
istration costs.” 

Merle Proos is Justine's Israel 
representative, with some 180 
consultants here and a target of 
S00 consultants by the end of 
1995. 

Devine says South Africa and 
Israel share similar problems in 
terms-of sun.-heat, dryness 'and 
humidity-. There is “a need for 
education about the sun and ag¬ 
ing.” She notes the trend for man¬ 
ufacturers to gear both marketing 
and cosmetic science to an increas¬ 
ingly broader age range. Devine 
says certain products will “hit” in 
certain markets. 

The coastal regions of Durban 
and Cape Town prefer light, easily , 
absorbed products, while in the 
dry high altitude of Johannesburg 
consumers require hydration. 

In Israel Devine visited Tubo- 
plast-Lageen of Kibbutz Yagur, 
from whom she will import plastic 
tubes. She is thinking about the 
possibilities of manufacturing 
plants here and using Israel as a 
springboard to the former Eastern 
Bloc.

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Turkish ready-wear t 
producers unveil 
designs on exports 


With fewer restrictions in the 
European market, Turkey’s 
fashion industry looks ahead to 
an even richer future. Cielia 
Oziel reports from Izmir 


T urkey, the world’s fifth 

largest exporter of ready-to- 
wear clothes, is rolling up its 
sleeves in an effort to become the 
fashion center of the Middle East 
after the planned customs union 
with Europe at the end of next 
year. 

About 300 Turkish manufactur¬ 
ers displayed their garments be¬ 
tween October 6 and 9 in the Pret 
1994 fair in the Aegean city of 
Izmir, Turkey's major center for 
textiles and clothing. 

Ready-to-wear products. Tur¬ 
key's biggest export item, earn 
$4.5 billion annually or 30 percent 
of all exports. The sector’s 20.000 
manufacturers employ 20 percent 
of the industrial work force.‘gov¬ 
ernment figures show. 

“We are ready for the competi¬ 
tion,” said Nur Ger, head of the 
Turkish Clothing Manufacturers 
Association. “Turkey no longer 
sells cheap goods, it sells top qual¬ 
ity,” she said. 

r Investment in modern technol¬ 
ogy, proximity to European mar¬ 
kets, availability of local ootton 
and a relatively cheap labor force. 
have made Turkey’s clothing in¬ 
dustry highly competitive against 
counterparts in Europe and the 
Far East. 

The Turkish ready-to-wear in¬ 
dustry, the third biggest exporter 
to Europe after Italy and France, 
does not have much, to fear from 
Che customs union in 1995. mdus- 


to quotas on Turkish imports. 

Although Turkey generally 
docs not fill its export quotas to 
Europe, few countries can match 
it for quick delivery and flexibility 
in adapting to changing fashion, 
producers say. 

‘Turkey can become the fash¬ 
ion center of its region, and Euro¬ 
pean manufacturers rail cooperate 
with Turkish firms in penetrating 
unexploited markets in the east 
and the Commonwealth of Inde¬ 
pendent States,” Ger said.

Under the union, Turkey will 
scrap a 27% tariff on EU textile 
imports.

THE PICTURE is not as bright 
for the $5 billion domestic market, 
which is just recovering from re¬ 
cession. Insufficient capital and 
reliance on costly bank loans may 
force many out of work once tariff 
protection'is removed. 

Readywear-makers such as Por¬ 
tugal, Spain and Greece may also 
force the EU to slap non-tariff 
barriers on Turkish exports, while 
cheap dothes from the Far East 
could flood into Turkey via Eu¬ 
rope. An unstable currency poses 
another threat. 

The government, preoccupied 
with legislation on privatization 
and democratization, before by- 
elections in December, has given 
die customs union project little 
practical attention. 

But it has shown its willingness 
to support do thing exporters. 

If recently imposed a surtax of 
$0.60 per kilo on exports of raw 
cotton to divert more to domestic 
clothes-makets. Reforms in subsi¬ 
dies have brought cotton prices 
down to world levels.

J ERRY Franklin faces the 
same questions a lot of maga¬ 
zine editors do: How much 
coverage to devote to the O-T.

While Time, Newsweek and 
other magazines have tested CD- 
ROM versions, Franklin’s period¬ 
ical, Medio , is the first to be con¬ 
ceived to be read on the computer 
screen rather than on paper. 

“We're really doing nothing less 
than creating the next wave of 
journalism,” he said. “It’s a new 
way of telling a story, visually and 
via multimedia.’' 

A recent issue of the magazine, 
which sells for $9.95, of $59.95 a • 
year, includes more than 3,000 
Associated Press news articles, 
many with photos, as well as mul¬ 
timedia features on O.J. Simpson 
and Jackie Keanedy Onassis, 
movie and music reviews, and spe¬ 
cial games and features for 
children. • • 

Readers navigate through the 
disk using a computer mouse, 
clicking on icons for news, enter¬ 
tainment. sports and other catego¬ 
ries. A typical movie review will 
include text, a video dip of up to 
two minutes, and production 
notes. 

CD-ROM technology lets edi¬ 
tors link articles by highlighted 
“hypertext,” allowing readers to 
jump from a movie review to a 
biography of an actor mentioned 
in it. 

The huge capacity of the com¬ 


pact disk also permits editors to 
indude an encyclopedic reference 
section in each issue, with maps 
and articles on countries of the 
world. 

So far the magazine has had 
only.a few ads in each of its three 
issues - mostly from other soft¬ 
ware companies - although sales 
representatives are working with 
advertising agendes to develop in¬ 
terest in the medium. 

The magazine is the brainchild 
of Steve Podradchik,. president 
and founder of Medio Multimedia 
Inc. He hopes to use it to establish 

his year-old company as a player 
in the on-line market and in the 
coming world of interactive 
television. 

That ambition got strong back- 
. ing last week when Microsoft 
Corp. co-founder, billionaire Paul 
Allen, made an unspecified equity 
investment in the company 

“We needed to really make a 
name for ourselves in the indus¬ 
try,” said Podradchik, a former 
Microsoft Corp. product mana¬ 
ger. “We wanted the magazine to 
be almost a required piece if you 
bad a CD-ROM in the computer,” 
he said. 

To be sure, the magazine stfli 
faces hurdles, including a two- 
week time lag from final editing 
until production of the disks is 
completed. And software re tail 
stores are so far not equipped to 
handle a monthly product, so the 
latest issue will not be available' 
through stores: 

._But Podradchik sees themaga- 
rihe as a key to rea ching the grow¬ 
ing number of households with 
multimedia computers and as the 
planned launching pad for a new 
on-line interactive computer net¬ 
work, to be offered perhaps by 
year end.; (Reuter)

W HEN you’re hot, you're 
hot. And when a bridge 
partnership is hot, their 
bids and plays are like beautiful 
music, for they not only are in 
perfect harmony with each other, 
but they orchestrate their cards 
without a conductor to guide 
them. 

Last month at the world cham¬ 
pionships in Albuquerque. New 
Mexico, a number pf Israeli pairs 
hit perfect notes, but the most suc¬ 
cessful was the partnership of 
Moshe Katz and Dr. Nissan Rand, 
of Tel Aviv. The story behind 
their triumph was told to me by 
Rand, president of the Israel 
Bridge Federation. 

“We left Israel for America af¬ 
ter Succot, on Hoi Hamoed , and 
asked our friends to see if they 
could find us another Jewish pair 
that would be willing to play with 
us for Israel in the Senior Teams. 
Unfortunately, no other eligible 
players, over 55, were going from 
Israel, so we needed to pick up 
teammates at the tournament site.

So like a beautiful concerto, 
Katz placed the deuce of dubs on 
rhe table, a suit-preference signal, 
asking for a diamond return if 
Rand won the lead. Rand ruffed 
the deuce of clubs with the deuce 
of spades and returned the deuce 
of diamonds. Katz won the ace of 
diamonds and returned another 
club for a second ruff, the setting 
trick. 

At the awards banquet, the win¬ 
ners of each event were honored 
by the waving of their country's 
flag and playing of (heir national 
anthem. Up until now, only one 
national anthem was played for 
each winner, because in all the 
other events first place was cap¬ 
tured by players of the same 
country. 

The organizers told Katz-Rand 
that they would allow only one 
anthem to be sung, despite three 
countries represented, and sug¬ 
gested either the Austrian anthem 
or an all-European musical num¬ 
ber. But Rohan used his influence 
to ensure that all three anthems 
would be played. And the first one 
was “Hatikva." 

“This was the proudest moment 
of my life.” said Rand. “Not only 
did we sing Hatikva at the top of 
our lungs, but all the Israeli play¬ 
ers in the audience - and many 
Americans as well - sang along." 

Afterwards, they asked Rand to 
say a few words to the internation¬ 
al audience. He received his big¬ 
gest ovation when he compared 
the camaraderie of his teammates 
to the hope of the future: “If two 
Israelis can play harmoniously and 
successfully with two Austrians 
(after what happened in WW1I], 
someday we will also see Jordani¬ 
ans or Egyptians playing on the 
same team with Israelis os well. 
Let’s make the game of bridge a 
real bridge for peace." 


You can fool Mother Nature 


M OST years the weather 
follows a somewhat pre¬ 
dictable pattern, when 
everything seems to be right on 
schedule. The weather cools down 
as the rain starts to fall and we 
have a usual winter season. 

This year has been atypical, 
however, as die warm, even hot 
weather fingered-on until mid-Oc¬ 
tober. The meteorologists tell us 
that such a thing hasn’t happened 
in the past 50 years. Then the 
rains started and we had a couple 
of weeks of weather’far more .ap¬ 
propriate to a tropical zone than 
to our own. . . . . 

When this happens the natural 
order of things appears confused. 
In the garden and undeT the eaves 
the sparrows and doves, lulled by 
the lingering summer, started new 
nests, as if the winter wasn't ex¬ 
pected. any day. 

Most of these nests have already 
been destroyed, by the sudden. 
temperature drop and the rest are 
doomed- They were started much 
too late in the season, to be 
successful. 

It's not only the birds that get all 
mixed up. Many plants whose ' 
seeds tie dormant all winter and 
sprout only when the warm spring 
sunshine reaches them, this year

sprouted out of season. But since 
plants get their growth instruction 
from the length of day as well as 
the temperature, many of these 
young plants bolted - that is. they 
flowered and put out seed before 
reaching anything resembling 
their normal size, we will have to 
wait to see how this will affect the 
flowers that bloom in the spring. 

Mammals seemed less affected 
by this erratic weather. Most 
grow their winter coats under the 
influent® of the shortening hours 
of daylight and not according to 
the ambient temperatures, so this 
is not'much affected. The organs 
that control breeding are also pho¬ 
to-sensitive and not under the con¬ 
trol of the weatheri Thus the 
mammals will mostly begin breed¬ 
ing at the proper time. 

For most this means giving birth 
in the early spring. For the rumi- 
nantssuch as gazelles and ibex and 
other vegetarians such as porcu¬ 
pines, field mice and hares this is 
the time when there is usually 
plenty pf fresh green foliage to 
eal, which the animal needs to 


produce milk for her offspring. 

For predators - jackals, foxes, 
wolves, leopards - more foliage 
means more and better prey and a 
likelihood of finding the day's 
meal without too much effort. 
They too must find adequate 
nourishment for themselves and 
their young. 

For the insectivores. those little 
insect-eating animals such as 
shrews and hedgehogs, the spring 
means more food as the warming 
weather brings out more insects, 
grubs and snails and for the hedge¬ 
hog more baby mice, its delicacy. 

Reptiles enjoyed the unseason¬ 
ably hot weather the most. These 
creatures enjoyed a month of add¬ 
ed life this year before the “little 
death" of hibernation claimed 
them for another winter. 
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Pruning and cleaning the fungus from rose bushes ensures their last bloom of health before the winter comes. 

Supper menu for the last roses 


C HRYSANTHEMUMS, 
marigolds, busy lizzies and 
asters are still beautiful, 
and our gardens have spots of col¬ 
or. But it’s roses that come into 
their own now in a last burst of 
color before the winter begins. 

Give your roses a feeding of 
manure and a dressing of general 
fertilizer to keep them going. If 
you hre using 20-20-20. spread 2 
teaspoons around each plant. 

Remove faded flowers immedi¬ 
ately to keep the bush blooming as 
long as possible. Pick up all fallen 
leaves and petals and keep the 
ground very dean to avoid fungus 
diseases. 

If the debris is dean of any in¬ 
fection. you can throw it on the 
compost pile. Rose bushes are es¬ 
pecially susceptible to fungus dur¬ 
ing autumn, when evenings arc 
wet with dew. 

If you see any light green 
branches wiih lots of thorns on 
them, cut them off flush with the 
main stem with your clippers or a 
sharp knife. These suckers will tap 
the plant’s strength. Be sure to 
keep watering when skies are dry. 

Should signs of fungus appear, 
cut off and gather up. all blighted 
leaves, put them into a plastic bag 
and get rid of them in the garbage 
can. I prefer not to burn them; it’s 
really not necessary. 

Wash your hands well to avoid 
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earn ing fungus spores from planr 
to plant. Then make up a solution 
of Seprol and spray the bushes 
thoroughly, not forgetting to 
spray the bottom of leaves, too. A 
bit of the spray on the soil around 
the plant is not a bad idea. 

ALL THE books say now is the 
time to transplant roses. when the 
plants are ready to go dormant. 
They will have a chance to get 
established before any really cold 
weather comes along. I have al¬ 
ways recommended autumn for 
transplanting almost anything. 

This past August, however. I 
had a pleasant surprise, working 
when the temperature was quite 
high in the new garden of the Brit¬ 
ish Council Cultural Center in Je¬ 
rusalem’s Baka neighborhood. 
We moved seven or eight large old 
rose bushes on the grounds. We 
did so with much care, and to my

surprise and delight, all the bushes 
survived, and began to put out 
new leaves in only a week. Two 
weeks later we were already see¬ 
ing flower buds. 

We dug the planting holes rath¬ 
er deeper than usual, and wet 
them down thoroughly. We put in 
compost and some new soil. We 
dug the roses out as deeply as »e 
could, cutting away as little of the 
root system as possible. Then we 
whisked the bushes into the new 
holes, covered them with good soil 
and more compost and a sprin¬ 
kling of Ozmacote. 

We pruned the bushes down to 
one-third of their original size and 
dug a trench about 5 cm deep 
around each bush and filled it with 
water. We made sure that they 
were soaked every day. We dis¬ 
proved every theory about trans¬ 
planting in the heat of summer. So 
maybe with a little luck and lots of 


hutzfta. you can get away with al 
most anything fn vour g.irden 
Plants arc generally forgiving am 
tough. 

A READER asks about hcreann.i 
lilies, which came up looking fine: 
but then the leaves turned brown 
and curled, and the lilies never 
bloomed. What went wrong’ 1 

Last summer was very hot. and 
the cannas may have been stressed 
for water while the flowers were 
forming. They will then turn 
brown, and buds will abort. Carina 
lilies like full sun. but need a well- 
drained soil that is constantly 
moist to a depth of about 12 cm. If 
the stalks were spindly. rhnf< a 
sign that the rhizomes are over¬ 
crowded. They need to be divided 
every- three or four years. 

In early spring, lift and divide 
the rhizomes, making sure that 
each section has two or three eyes. 
Replant them, covering with 2"or 3 
cm. of rich, loose soil and some 
fertilizer. If the rhizomes are 
planted too deeply, flowering is 
limited.
